During  the  printing  process,  photographs  are  reduced  toaseries 
of  dots  and,  as  a result,  some  of  theoriginal  detail  is  invariably  lost. 
This  loss  of  detail  is  most  apparent  and  critical  on  small  coinssuch 
as  gold  dollars,  three  cent  pieces  and  similarly  sized  coins.  How- 
ever, it  is  Paramount’s  experience  that  30  millimeters  (approxi- 
mately the  size  of  a U.S.  half  dollar)  is  the  minimum  size  photo- 
graph that  will  reproduce  with  enough  detail  to  allow  prospective 
bidders  to  accurately  judge  the  true  appearance  of  a coin  from  a 
printed  photograph. 

For  this  reason,  all  of  the  coin  photographs  in  Session  Two  have 
been  enlarged  to  a minimum  size  of  30  millimeters.  Specifically, 
the  photographs  of  all  U.S.  and  Canadian  minor  denomination 
coins  from  half  cents  to  quarters  and  all  U.S.  gold  denominations 
from  one  dollar  to  five  dollars  have  been  enlarged  to  the  minimum 
30  millimeter  size.  U.S.  and  Canadian  half  dollar  and  U.S.  ten  dollar 
gold  piece  photographs  have  been  increased  to  34  millimeters, 
while  the  photographs  of  U.S.  double  eagles  and  Canadian  silver 
dollars  have  been  enlarged  to  38  millimeters.  The  photographs  of 
U.S.  silver  dollars  and  trade  dollars  remain  normal  size.  The  photo- 
graphs of  certain  featured  coins  have  been  enlarged  to  50,  60,  or  90 
millimeters.

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502.  10  Cents,  1889,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A lovely  example  of  this  rare  date.  It  is 
well  struck  and  has  attractive  light  golden  brown  toning.  Although  the  600,000 
mintage  figure  is  not  particularly  low,  the  1889  is  the  second  rarest  date  Canadi- 
an 10  Cent  piece.  (The  rarest  is  the  1893  Round  Top  3 offered  next.)  Most  known 
examples  are  only  in  the  Good  to  Fine  range  and  in  EF  or  better,  this  date  is 
extremely  rare. 


503.  10  Cents,  1893,  Round  Top  3,  Extremely  Fine  40.  The  classic  rarity  of  Canadian 
10  Cent  pieces  and  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  of  all  Canadian  coins 
regardless  of  denomination.  This  coin  is  sharply  struck  and  has  light  gray  and 
gold  toning.  The  3 of  the  date  is  weak  as  it  is  on  all  known  specimens.  In  the 
opinion  of  most  experts,  less  than  100  pieces  are  known,  almost  all  of  them  grad- 
ing Fine  or  less. 


504  10  Cents,  1935,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  rare  and  underrated  date  m this 
' condition  exceeded  in  rarity  among  issues  of  this  type  by  only  the  1913  Broad 
Leaves  and  1915.  This  coin  is  just  about  as  nice  as  any  we’ve  seen  with  a very 
sharp  strike,  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  superb  natural  greenish-gold  and  russet

One  of  the  highlights 
of  this  sale  and  one  of  the  most  important  Canadian  coins  in  exis- 
tence. The  coin  is  a fully  struck,  nearly  perfect  Gem  Proof  with  superb 
natural  green,  gold  and  russet  toning.  The  edge  is  sharp  and  square, 
quite  unlike  that  of  a normal  business  strike  VictoriaSO  Cents,  and  the 
flawless  fields  are  fully  mirrorlike  with  a “depth”  to  them  characteris- 
tic of  all  Heaton  Mint  proof  or  Specimen  strikings.  From  the  stand- 
point of  sheer  quality  alone,  this  coin  (and  the  1871-H  50  Cents  of- 
fered here  as  well)  ranks  with  the  finest  known  Canadian  coins  of 
Oueen  Victoria.

A very 
scarce  date  in  any  grade  and  truly  rare  in  Unc. 


511.  50  Cents,  1936,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  original,  frosty  gem  with  superb  lustre, 
a full  strike  and  beautiful  peripheral  toning.  Decidedly  rare  in  gem  condition; 
only  38  550  struck.  The  nicest  1936  we’ve  seen  or  handled  since  we  sold  a 
comparable  piece  in  Auction  ’79  for  $1350.  This  one  should  now  be  worth  closer

513.  Specimen  Set,  1929,  One  Cent  through  50  Cents,  Superb  Gem  Speci- 
men 67  or  better.  This  is  a truly  remarkable  set  with  each  coin  being 
virtually  as  struck.  All  of  the  coins  are  perfectly  matched  and  fully  bril- 
liant and  it  is  obvious  that  this  is  an  original  set  and  not  one  that  was 
assembled  piece  by  piece.  As  such,  it  is  exceedingly  rare;  we  know  of 
only  one  other  original  set  although  two  or  three  other  complete  or 
nearly  complete  sets  have  been  assembled  in  the  past.

514.  Specimen  Set,  1947,  Maple  Leaf,  One  Cent  Through  One  Dollar,  Gem 
Specimen  65  or  better.  A magnificent,  high  quality  set  that  is  certainly 
the  finest  1947  Maple  Leaf  Specimen  Set  we  have  ever  seen.  The 
Dollar  has  beautiful  light  multicolored  toning  while  the  other  coins 
are  fully  brilliant  with  just  a touch  of  light  golden  toning.  The  Cent  has 
a few  carbon  spots  and  the  10  Cents  has  a lint  mark  on  the  cheek  (as 
made).  The  very  rare  50  Cents  with  Curved  7 is  a lovely  coin  that  may 
well  be  the  finest  example  in  existence. 

The  1 947  Maple  Leaf  Specimen  Set  is  very  rare  and  is  especially  de- 
sirable since  it  contains  the  Curved  7 Half  Dollar,  one  of  the  rarest  of 
all  Canadian  coins.

Specimen  67+  or  better.  A spectacular  quality  set  that  could  probably 
not  be  duplicated  anywhere,  at  any  price.  Each  piece  is  fully  struck 
with  pristine  surfaces  and  absolutely  superb  natural  multicolored 
toning.  Every  one  of  the  four  coins  is  a flawless  Gem  Proof  and  the 
finest  example  of  its  denomination  that  we  have  ever  seen. 

The  consignor  purchased  these  four  coins  as  Lots  431  through  434 
of  Auction  79  where  they  realized  an  aggregate  of  $14,600.  The  three 
smaller  coins  were  previously  in  our  1977  Grand  Central  Sale  to 
which  they  had  been  consigned  directly  from  the  Birmingham  Mint 
Archives.  The  50  Cent  piece  came  to  us  from  a different  source  but  it 
too  had  been  acquired  about  the  same  time  directly  from  the  Mint.

The  reverse  depicts  an  eagle  that  is  virtually  identical  to  that  seen  on 
the  regular  issue  20  Cent  Piece  and  T rade  Dollar  of  the  period.  (The 
Sailor’s  Head  design  was  created  by  William  Barber  and  appears  on 
20  Cent  Piece  patterns  as  well  as  the  $5  and  $10.)  Both  pieces  in  this 
set  are  gorgeous  gems  with  rich  orange  gold  toning  and  only  a few 
totally  trivial  hairlines.  Quality-wise  they  are  decidedly  superior  to  the 
vast  majority  of  regular  issue  proofs  of  the  1870’s  that  have  been  sold 
in  recent  years. 

Both  of  the  coins  offered  in  this  set  are  of  the  utmost  rarity.  Just  two 
examples  of  each  were  struck  and  since  we  know  that  the  other  pieces 
are  not  together,  it  is  clear  that  this  set  is  unique.  The  other  Half  Eagle 
is  currently  owned  by  Julian  Leidman  and  the  whereabouts  of  the 
second  Eagle  is  not  known  to  us,  although  it  was  sold  in  the  King 
Farouk  Sale  in  Egypt  in  1954.  Each  of  these  coins  traces  its  pedigree 
to  Dr.  John  Wilkison  and,  much  earlier,  to  William  Wood  in.  The  Half 
Eagle  was  also  owned  at  one  time  by  King  Farouk  and  the  Eagle  was 
owned  by  Dr.  Judd  who  obtained  it  from  F .C.C.  Boyd  in  the  1940  s.

We  first  obtained  both  of  these  patterns  (and  the  Half  Eagle  now 
owned  by  Julian  Leidman  as  well)  from  Dr.  Wilkison  in  1973.  Subse- 
quently, we  sold  Wllkison’s  entire  collection  intact  to  A-Mark  Corpo- 
ration in  1976.  When  A-Mark  broke  up  the  collection  in  1978  and  sold 
the  pieces  individually,  we  reacquired  a number  of  the  items,  includ- 
ing this  set,  for  which  we  paid  in  excess  of  $150,000.  The  set  was  sold 
shortly  thereafter  to  the  present  consignor.  In  our  opinion  this  is  one 
of  the  most  significant  numismatic  items  in  existence,  a set  that  has 
everything  worthwhile  in  numismatics  going  for  it:  excellent  quality, 
historical  importance,  extreme  rarity  and  a marvelous  pedigree.  It  is 
almost  facetious  to  note  that  this  is  one  item  that  could  not  be  dupli- 
cated at  any  price.

542.  1907,  MCMVIl,  20  Dollars,  Indian  Head,  Judd  1776,  Superb  Gem 
Proof  67+.  Gold,  lettered  edge.  UNIQUE,  A virtually  flawless,  satin 
finish  proof  with  superb  lustre  and  rich  yellow  gold  color.  The  relief, 
though  not  quite  as  pronounced  as  on  the  Extremely  High  Relief 
Double  Eagle  (J-1778),  is  still  considerably  higherthan  on  the  regular 
issue  High  Reliefs  that  were  struck  in  moderate  quantities  in  1907. 
The  obverse  depicts  a Head  of  Liberty  wearing  an  Indian  headdress 
and  is  very  similar  to  the  adopted  design  for  the  Eagle.  The  reverse 
features  a flying  eagle  and  is  essentially  the  same  as  the  regular  issue 
High  Relief  except  that  the  date  in  Roman  numerals  (MCMVIl)  is  on 
the  sun  This  is  the  most  famous  U.S.  pattern  coin  and,  along  with  the 
massive  Half  Union  ($50)  gold  patterns  of  1877,  the  most  valuable  as 
well  We  agree  with  dealer  David  Hall’s  comment  in  one  of  his  news- 
letters that  this  coin  is  the  “all-time  turn-on  of  numismatics. ’’Jt  is  cer- 
tainly our  favorite  single  coin  and  it  has  served  as  Paramount  s corpo- 
rate logo  for  more  than  a decade.  The  present  consignor  obtained  the 
coin  from  the  1981  ANA  Sale  (Lot  2434)  for  $475,000.  The  com  had 
been  consigned  to  that  sale  by  dealer  Julian  Leidman  who  had  pur- 
chased the  coin  from  A-Mark  Corporation  in  early  1979.  Prior  to  A- 
Mark,  the  coin  was  owned  (in  reverse  chronological  order)  by  Para- 
mourit  International  Coin  Corporation,  Dr.  John  E.  Wilkison,  Abe 
Kosoff  for  Mr.  Naftzger,  King  Farouk,  Numismatic  Gallery  (Kosoff 
and  Kreisberg),  F.C.C.  Boyd,  Waldo  Newcomer,  and  Charles  Barber 
(Chief  Engraver  of  the  Mint).

Important  Note:  The  owner  and  consignor  of  this  coin  has  reserved 
the  right  to  set  a confidential  minimum  or  starting  bid.  If  no  bid  in 
excess  of  this  minimum  is  received  either  from  a mail  bidderor  on  the 
floor,  then  the  coin  will  not  be  sold.  Furthermore,  the  owner  reserves 
the  righttoeither  bid  in  person  atthesale  or  haveanagentbidforhim.

This  Indian  Head  Double  Eagle  has  an  intriguing  story  behind  it  and 
its  design  was,  in  fact,  noted  sculptor  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’  per- 
sonal choice  for  the  new  Double  Eagle  design  that  had  been  commis- 
sioned by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  On  March  12,  1907,  Saint- 
Gaudens  wrote  to  President  Roosevelt:  “I  like  so  much  the  head  with 
the  headdress  ( and  by  the  way,  I am  very  glad  you  suggested  doing 
the  head  in  that  manner)  that  I should  very  much  like  to  see  it  tried  not 
only  on  the  one  cent  piece  but  also  on  the  twenty-dollar  gold  piece, 
instead  of  the  figure  of  Liberty."  President  Roosevelt  responded  to 
Saint-Gaudens  on  March  14  and  informed  him  that  he  had  directed 
that  the  Indian  Head  dies  be  ‘‘done  at  once.  ” In  a letter  dated  May  1 1, 
1907,  Saint-Gaudens  again  expressed  his  preference  for  the  Indian 
Head  design  stating  ‘‘Indeed,  as  far  as  I am  concerned,  I should  prefer 
seeing  the  head  of  Liberty  in  place  of  any  figure  of  Liberty  on  the 
Twenty  Dollar  coin”  and  requesting  permission  to  refine  the  head  to 
make  it  appropriate  for  the  Double  Eagle.  Roosevelt  granted  the  per- 
mission but  indicated  that  he  wanted  ‘‘to  keep  the  figure  of  Liberty  for 
at  least  one  small  Issue  of  coins.”  Saint-Gaudens,  in  rapidly  failing 
health  (he  died  in  August  1907),  wrote  to  the  President  for  the  final 
time  on  May  23,  1907.  In  that  letter  he  stated  ‘‘The  majority  of  people 
that  I show  the  work  to  evidently  prefer  with  you  the  figure  of  Liberty 
to  the  head  of  Liberty  and  that  I shall  not  consider  any  further  on  the 
Twenty  Dollar  gold  coin." 

From  the  correspondence  it  appears  that  the  dies  were  prepared 
and  the  lone  gold  specimen  here  offered  was  struck  sometime  be- 
tween March  14,  1907  and  May  23,  1907.  The  coin  later  turned  up  in 
the  estate  of  Chief  Engraver  Charles  Barber  and  was  then  sold  to 
Waldo  Newcomer,  one  of  the  country  ’s  most  prominent  collectors.  A 
letter  in  the  archives  of  Johns  Hopkins  University  dated  September 
1 1,  1933  from  Edgar  Adams  to  John  Garrett  offered  the  coin  to  Garrett 
for  the  imposing  sum  of  $10,000.  (Adams  indicated  in  the  letter  he  was 
acting  on  behalf  of  Newcomer.)  Garrett  obviously  refused  the  offer 
and  the  piece  was  then  offered  to  and  purchased  by  F.C.C.  Boyd.

Without 
question,  this  is  the  best  1923-S  Nickel  we  have  ever  seen  and  quite  likely  the 
finest  known.  We  cannot  imagine  how  a “better”  one  could  possibly  exist.  In 
fully  struck,  gem  condition,  the  1923-S  is  as  rare  as  any  date  in  the  series  except 
the  overdate.  (It  is  much  rarer  than  the  more  touted  1921-S,  1924-S  or  1919-D.) 
This  amazing,  one-of-a-kind  coin  was  formerly  Lot  1680  of  Auction  ’80  where  it 
realized  an  all-time  record  $6000.  It  won’t  bring  that  much  today  but  a bid  in 
the  $3000-$4000  range  is  certainly  likely. 


598.  1923-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  We  have  not  handled  a truly  choice  1923-S 
Nickel  in  several  years  and  here  we  have  the  opportunity  of  offering  two  in  one 
sale!  This  specimen  is  not  quite  as  sharp  as  the  preceding  but  it  is  still  much 
better  struck  than  usual.  (The  1923-S  is  typically  one  of  the  weakest  dates  of  the 
series.)  The  lustre  is  exceptional  and  the  spotless  surfaces  have  superb  light 
multicolored  toning.

A truly  marvelous 
coin  from  the  Garrett  Collection  that  surely  ranks  as  one  of  the  very 
finest  known  examples  of  this  date  or  type.

667.  1836,  Reeded  Edge,  Choice  Proof  63.  Fully  struck  and  mirrorlike  with  deep  gray, 
greenish-gold,  blue  and  russet  toning.  There  are  a few  very  minor  hairlines  and 
contact  marks  but  they  are  largely  concealed  by  the  toning.  Extremely  rare;  one 
of  only  10-12  proofs  struck  along  with  approximately  1,200  business  strikes. 
This  piece  is  distinctly  finer  than  the  Amon  Carter  specimen  that  realized

668.  1852,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  mirror  surfaces  and  beautiful  natural 
golden  brown  and  lavender  toning.  The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck 
with  the  hair  detail  on  Miss  Liberty  especially  well  defined.  There  area 
few  insignificant  hairlines  in  the  fields  but  the  overall  quality  of  this 
beautifully  toned  gem  is  truly  exceptional  for  such  an  early  proof.

In  our  opinion,  no  proof  Half  Dollars  were  actually  struck  in  1852. 
The  rusted  dies  and  overall  "fabric”  of  this  piece  indicate  it  was 
minted  later,  probably  in  the  1 858-1 862  period  when  many  coins  were 
restruck  at  the  Mint.  The  quantity  struck  is  unknown,  but  at  present 
only  two  or  possibly  three  proof  1852  Half  Dollars  are  known.  Un- 
questionably this  coin  is  one  of  the  greatest  proof  rarities  of  the  entire 
Seated  Liberty  series.

669.  1859,  Gem  Proof  65.  A magnificent  proof  with  medium  to  deep  violet  and  golden 
brown  toning.  As  sharply  struck  as  a proof  could  be.  The  quality  of  the  surfaces 
is  excellent;  virtually  no  hairlines  are  visible  even  under  a glass  and  there  are 
definitely  no  other  impairments. 

The  exact  proof  mintage  of  the  1859  Half  Dollar  is  unknown  but  it  has  been 
estimated  by  researchers  to  have  been  no  more  than  150-200  pieces.  Perhaps 
only  75  to  1 00  still  exist  today  and  no  more  than  a small  fraction  of  that  total  can 
match  the  overall  quality  of  this  gem. 


670.  1859,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  a sharply  defined  head  and  stars. 
Highly  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  with  delicate  light  golden  toning.  A small  cluster 
of  tiny  bagmarks  by  the  5th  and  6th  stars  but  the  surfaces  are  otherwise  very 
clean.  This  date  is  very  scarce  in  this  grade  and  is  definitely  not  a so-called 
“common  date”  type  coin. 


671.  1862,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A well  struck,  lustrous  example  of  this  decidedly 
rare  date.  The  semi-prooflike  fields  have  only  a few  very  light  marks  and  the 
devices  are  also  very  clean  except  for  a small  nick  on  Miss  Liberty’s  throat.  The 
coin  has  good  lustre  and  brilliance  as  well  as  light  golden  toning.  Only  253,550 
pieces  were  minted  making  this  date  one  of  the  rarest  P-Mint  issues  of  the 
1860’s. 
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672.  1862,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  The  1862  is  the  rarest  P-Mint  Half  Dollar  of  the 
Civil  War  Period  (1861-1865)  and  here  we  are  having  the  luxury  of  offering  a 
second  very  choice  example  in  the  same  sale!  This  specimen  has  lustrous,  frosty 
fields  and  beautiful  natural  golden  toning.  It  is  even  a bit  more  sharply  struck 
than  the  preceding  lot  but  is  not  quite  as  choice  overall.  Still,  it  is  a virtual  gem 
and  one  of  the  better  business  strikes  of  this  rare  date  that  we  have  seen. 


673.  1865,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Beautiful  light  russet  toning  and  100%  full  strike. 
Outstanding  “eye  appeal”  although  very  close  inspection  does  reveal  the  pres- 
ence of  a faint  hairline  or  two.  One  of  just  500  proofs  struck. 


674.  1865,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A second  very  choice  proof  of  this  date.  Like  the 
preceding  lot,  this  coin  is  as  sharply  struck  as  a Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollarcould 
possibly  be.  Brilliant  mirror  fields  and  satiny  devices;  light  golden  toning. 
Numerous  lint  marks,  especially  in  the  left  obverse  field,  as  well  as  some  plan- 
chet  lines,  but  virtually  no  hairlines  or  other  impairments  that  have  occurred 
since  the  time  of  striking. 
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675.  1876,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A fully  prooflike,  very  sharply  struck  specimen 
with  absolutely  superb  medium  multicolored  toning,  a glorious  blend  of  blue, 
greenish-gold  and  russet.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  no  hairlines  whatso- 
ever and  only  a couple  of  trivial  marks.  Exceptional  overall  appearance;  a pre- 
mium quality  coin. 


UNDERRATED  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1876-CC  HALF  DOLLAR 


676.  1876-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  partially  prooflike  surfaces 
and  absolutely  beautiful  blue,  violet  and  russet  toning.  One  of  the  finest  exam- 
ples of  this  scarce  and  underrated  date  that  we  have  seen.  Ex  Herbert  Bergen 
Sale  (1979),  Lot  538,  where  it  realized  $3100. 


677.  1877,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Gorgeous  deep  multicolored  toning,  russet  and 
gold  in  the  centers  blending  first  to  violet  and  then  to  blue  and  greenish-gold  at 
the  border.  The  coin  is  also  very  sharply  struck  and  has  excellent  lustre  under 
the  spectacular  toning. 
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678.  1879,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Partially  prooflike  with  patches  of  mint  frost.  Fully 
brilliant  and  lustrous  with  just  a hint  of  light  toning.  Very  rare  as  a business 
strike,  in  fact,  much  more  so  than  a proof.  Only  4,800  were  minted  plus  an  addi- 
tional 1,100  proofs.  Ex  1981  ANA  Sale,  Lot  1 179,  where  it  was  graded  “MS-67” 
with  considerable  justification.  A very  “flashy”  coin. 


679.  1880,  Gem  Proof  65.  Very  brilliant  and  fully  struck.  Deep  mirror  fields  and  deli- 
cate peripheral  toning.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  as  well  as  two  tiny  contact 
marks  in  the  right  obverse  field.  One  of  1,355  proofs  minted. 


BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1882  HALF  DOLLAR 


680.  1882,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A fantastic,  sharply  struck  coin  with  superb 
lustre,  nearly  pristine  prooflike  fields  and  absolutely  glorious  light  russettoning 
highlighted  at  the  border  with  iridescent  blue  and  green.  Very  rare  in  this  condi- 
tion; only  5,500  pieces  were  struck,  1,100  of  which  were  proofs.  Since  the  survi- 
val of  business  strikes  was  dependent  almost  solely  on  chance  rather  than  by 
intent,  proofs  are  encountered  far  more  often  today  than  uncs.  Arguably  the 
rarest  business  strike  Half  Dollar  of  the  1880’s. 
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681.  1885,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A completely  “original,”  entirely  frosty  speci- 
men that  is  very  sharply  struck  and  has  beautiful  light  toning.  Some  very  light 
bagmarks  but  the  coin  is  really  virtually  in  the  gem  class.  Very  low  mintage  of 
only  6,130  pieces. 


682.  1887,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A fantastic,  virtually  flawless  gem  with  extraordi- 
narily beautiful  toning,  medium  russet  at  the  center  turning  to  deep  blue  and 
greenish-gold  at  the  border.  Absolutely  no  hairlines,  contact  marks,  or  slide 
marks.  A little  softly  struck  in  places  (e.g.  the  head)  but  this  is  not  unusual  for  the 
date.  Undoubtedly  one  of  the  choicest  and  prettiest  survivors  of  the  710  proofs 
originally  struck. 


683.  1890,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  Nearly  pristine  deep  mirror  fields,  flawless,  satiny 
devices  and  utterly  superb  russet,  violet  and  blue  toning.  The  essentially  perfect 
reverse  is  especially  beautiful.  This  is  one  of  the  two  or  three  rarest  proofs  of  this 
type;  only  590  were  minted. 
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684.  1891,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  This  is  a coin  with  superb  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal.” 
It  is  sharply  struck  with  brilliant  prooflike  fields  and  just  a trace  of  light  gold 
peripheral  toning.  (Despite  the  fully  prooflike  fields,  this  coin,  like  the  1882 
offered  earlier,  is  an  obvious  business  strike  and  not  a proof.)  There  are  a few 
infinitesimal  bagmarks,  mostly  on  the  obverse,  but  the  coin  is  really  virtually  in 
the  superb  class.  Quite  rare  in  this  condition,  certainly  more  so  than  a proof  of 
the  same  date. 


685.  1892,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Frosty  and  fully  struck  with  very  attractive  light 
peripheral  toning.  A few  faint  and  very  minor  hairlines  on  Miss  Liberty  but  the 
reverse  is  literally  perfect.  First  year  of  the  Barber  type. 


686.  1892,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lightgolden  toning  and  highly  lustrous  semi-proof- 
like fields.  Like  the  preceding  lot,  the  reverse  of  this  coin  is  virtually  perfect  but 
there  are  a few  trivial  marks  on  the  obverse. 

687.  1892,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  full  mint  frost  and  a sharp  strike,  light  peripheral 
toning,  a few  obverse  hairlines  and  a milling  mark  on  Liberty’s  jaw;  1895,  Choice 
Proof  63,  light  hairlines,  brilliant  with  a few  areas  of  light  golden  toning,  880 
proofs  minted.  Two  pieces.  (Plate) 
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POSSIBLE  BRANCH  MINT  PROOF  1892-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


688.  1892-0,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  (Proof?)  67,  Here  is  a really  amaz- 
ing coin  that  is  deserving  of  close  inspection  and  study.  Frankly,  we 
have  not  seen  another  1892-0  like  it  and  feel  that  it  may  possibly  be  a 
branch  mint  proof  or,  at  the  very  least,  a special  presentation  piece  of 

some  sort.  (Certainly  there  was  a good  reason  for  a special  1892-0 
Half  Dollar  since  it  was  the  first  Half  Dollar  struck  at  the  New  Orleans 
Mint  since  the  start  of  the  Civil  War  over  30  years  earlier.)  Compare 
this  piece  carefully  to  the  following  coin,  an  obvious  and  typical  busi- 
ness strike,  and  you  will  see  how  “different”  it  is.  It  is  very  sharply 
struck,  except  for  a slight  weakness  on  the  eagle’s  talons  and  the 
arrow  feathers,  and  the  nearly  flawless  fields  have  virtually  all  the 
depth  of  a P-Mint  proof.  (It  is  also  interesting  to  compare  this  coin  to 
the  1898-0  that  follows  — the  two  are  very  similar  in  overall  “fabric” 
and  we  feel  that  the  1898-0  is  also  a “special”  coin,  made  for  some 
unknown  purpose.)  Whatever  one  callsthiscoin,  prooflikefirst  strike, 
branch  mint  proof,  or  presentation  piece,  one  thing  is  indisputable, 
the  quality  of  the  piece.  It  is  superb  in  every  respect. 


GEM  MINT  STATE  1892-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


689.  1892-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Virtually  in  the  superb  category  and,  in  fact, 
graded  MS-67  in  the  1981  ANA  Sale  where  it  was  purchased  by  the  present  con- 
signor. The  coin  is  well  struck  and  has  frosty  surfaces  that  are  covered  byadeli- 
cate  gray  and  golden  brown  toning.  A very  scarce,  if  not  rare,  date  in  this  grade. 
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690.  1895-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  medium  multicolored  toning  at  the 
periphery  fading  to  light  gold  in  the  center.  Sharply  struck  with  lustrous  semi- 
prooflike fields.  Very  pretty  and  quite  rare  in  this  gem  condition. 


AMAZING  DEEP  MIRROR  1898-0  BARBER  HALF  DOLLAR 
Possibly  A Branch  Mint  Proof  Or  Presentation  Piece 


691.  1898-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (Proof?)  65+.  Very  sharply  struck  with 
bold  details  and  a sharp,  square  edge.  Fully  prooflike  fields  and  lightly 
frosted  devices;  only  a few  trivial  marks.  This  specimen  is  decidedly 
different  from  the  typical  business  strike  1898-0  Barber  Half  Dollar 
(they  are  usually  frosty  and  softly  struck)  and  we  believe  that  it  is  a 
branch  mint  proof  or,  at  the  very  least,  a presentation  coin  or  special 
striking  of  some  sort.  Only  one  other  “branch  mint  proof”  1898-0 
Barber  Half  Dollar  has  ever  been  reported,  that  being  a moderately 
impaired  (60+  quality)  one  in  a NERCA  Sale  afew  years  ago,  but  it  was 
not  nearly  as  choice  or  convincing  a “proof”  as  this  piece  is.  An 
extremely  important  and  desirable  coin  for  the  Barberspecialist,  per- 
haps even  UNIQUE  in  this  quality.  To  add  to  its  desirability,  it  should 
also  be  noted  that  the  1 898-0  is  one  of  the  very  rarest  dates  of  the  en- 
tire series.

693.  1907,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and 
light  golden  toning.  (Plate) 
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694.  1907-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  An  outstanding,  original  specimen  with  an 
excellent  strike,  superb  lustre  and  beautiful  light  toning.  (The  obverse  is  a light, 
even  gold  color  and  the  reverse  is  a warm  blend  of  gray  and  gold.)  There  are  a 
few  entirely  trivial  bag  marks  on  the  obverse  but  the  reverse  is  essentially  perfect. 
This  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  this  rare  date  we  have  seen,  technically  finer 
than  the  gem  in  the  recent  Halsell  Sale  that  brought  $5225. 


695.  1909,  Gem  Proof  65+.  Superb  natural  light  golden  brown  toning.  A hairline  or 
two  on  the  obverse  are  noticeable  on  very  close  inspection  but  the  reverse  is 
literally  perfect.  Exceptional  overall  appearance.  650  proofs  struck. 


696.  1910-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  clean,  satiny  surfaces, 
full  original  mint  lustre  and  delicate  golden  toning.  Little  premium  isascribed  to 
this  date  but  it  is  really  decidedly  more  rare  than  the  so-called  “common  dates” 
of  this  type. 
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The  following  collection  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  is  one  of  the  finest  ever 
assembled  and  offered  for  sale  at  public  auction.  The  collection  was  formed  and  con- 
signed to  Auction  ’84  by  Steve  Duckor,  a California  numismatist  of  impeccable  taste 
who  specializes  in  superb  quality  20th  Century  U.S.  coins.  (His  collections  of  Indian 
Head  $5,  Indian  Head  $10  and  Saint-Gaudens  $20  are  unsurpassed  by  any  others  with 
which  we  are  familiar.)  Like  his  Buffalo  Nickel  collection  offered  earlier  in  this  session, 
Dr.  Duckor's  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  collection  lA^as  carefully  and  painstakingly 
formed  over  a period  of  many  years.  Strike  and  lustre  were  always  prime  considera- 
tions in  the  purchase  of  any  piece  and  Dr.  Duckor  never  hesitated  to  upgrade  when  a 
superior  specimen  became  available  to  him.  Over  the  years  we  have  offered  several 
notable  collections  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  including  the  Elrod  Collection  in 
1976  and  the  Vincennes  Collection  in  1981.  Thisoffering  of  the  Duckor  Collection  now 
takes  its  place  with  those  earlier  collections  and  will  long  be  remembered  and  referred 
to  by  specialists  in  this  beautiful  series.  Note:  In  the  selection  that  follows,  there  are 
also  some  choice  pieces  from  sources  other  than  the  Duckor  Collection. 


697.  1916,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+,  well  struck,  satiny  surfaces,  multicolored  toning, 
nearly  superb;  1917,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67,  almost  fully  struck,  very  bril- 
liant and  lustrous  with  a trace  of  peripheral  toning,  nearly  flawless,  satiny  sur- 
faces with  just  one  tiny  milling  mark  in  the  right  obverse  field.  Two  pieces. 


698.  1916-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A well  struck,  highly  lustrous  specimen  with 
light  golden  toning.  One  of  the  best  we’ve  seen  of  this  date.  Far  more  rare  than 
the  similarly  priced,  much  lowermintage  1916despite  whatthestandard  pricing 
guides  and  reference  works  indicate. 
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699.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fantastic  lustre  and  well  above  average  strike. 
Beautiful  light  golden  toning.  There  are  a couple  of  light  bagmarks  on  the  ob- 
verse but  the  reverse  is  very  close  to  perfection.  (Perhaps  a split  grade  of 
MS-65/67+  would  be  more  in  order.)  This  is  a very  scarce  date  with  one  of  the 
lowest  mintages  of  the  series;  only  508,000  were  struck. 


700.  1917-D,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Light  golden  toning.  Sharply 
struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  minimal  marks.  Very  scarce  in  this 
condition. 


701.  1917-D,  Reverse  Mintmark,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A brilliant  specimen  with  light 
golden  toning  and  an  excellent  strike.

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SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1917-S  OBVERSE  HALF  DOLLAR 


702.  1917-S,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A really  outstanding 
example  of  this  rare  date.  It  is  very  well  struck  and  has  a semi-prooflike  appear- 
ance to  the  fields  as  well  as  light  golden  toning.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are 
superb  with  just  a few  trivial  marks.  One  of  the  key  dates  in  the  series  and  seldom 
available  this  choice. 


703.  1917-S,  Reverse  Mintmark,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  One  of  the  nicest 
coins  in  this  outstanding  collection  of  Walkers.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the 
uniform  medium  golden  toning  is  especially  appealing.  Don’t  let  the  high  mint- 
age fool  you;  this  issue  is  very  scarce  in  this  grade. 


704.  A pair  of  gem  quality,  scarce  date  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars.  The  first  is  a 1918 
grading  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces  and  light  golden  toning.  The  other  coin  is  a 1918-S  and  it  also  grades 
Gem  Uncirculated  65.  It  is  unusually  sharp  for  a 1918-S  (most  specimens  are 
very  weak)  and  it  has  attractive  light  golden  toning.  Two  pieces. 
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705.  1918-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  An  extremely  choice  example  of  one  of  our 
favorite  dates  in  the  series.  (We  feel  the  1918-D  is  very  underrated  in  choice  or 
gem  condition  and  well  struck  gems  like  this  one  are  nearly  impossible  to  lo- 
cate.) This  coin  is  very  sharp,  about  as  close  to  a full  strike  1918-D  as  one  is  likely 
to  find.  It  has  excellent  lustre,  light  golden  toning  and,  except  for  a few  faint 
“slidemarks"  on  Liberty’s  leg,  virtually  no  marks. 


706.  1919,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Medium  golden  toning  and  clean,  lustrous  surfaces. 
Almost  fully  struck  with  excellent  head  detail  and  sharply  defined  hand.  Long 
regarded  as  one  of  the  prime  dates  in  the  series. 


707.  1919,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Well  struck,  certainly  much  sharper  than  many 
we’ve  seen.  Delicate  golden  toning  and,  except  for  a few  faint  hairlines,  superb 
quality  surfaces.  A rare  second  opportunity  to  obtain  a gem  example  of  one  of 
the  most  coveted  dates  in  the  series. 
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VERY  RARE  SHARPLY  STRUCK 
1919-D  HALF  DOLLAR  IN  GEM  MINT  STATE 


708.  1919-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A really  exceptional  example  of  this 
very  rare  date.  It  is  unusually  well  struck  and  has  excellent  lustre  and 
surfaces.  The  coin  is  completely  original  and  has  just  a trace  of  light 
golden  toning.  There  are  a few  faint  obverse  hairlines  but  virtually  no 
bagmarks  on  the  entire  coin.  The  reverse  in  particular  is  just  out- 
standing. Next  to  the  Elrod  coin,  this  is  the  finest  1919-D  we  have 
handled  and  certainly  one  of  the  top  four  or  five  known. 

In  our  opinion,  this  is  the  second  rarest  date  of  the  series  in  Unc. 
after  the  1921-S  and  quite  likely  the  rarest  in  well  struck  MS-65  or 
better  condition.  At  least,  we  have  seen  fewer  really  choice  examples 
of  this  date  than  we  have  of  any  other,  even  the  1921-S,  and  most 
otherwise  excellent  collections  of  Walkers  typically  have  only  a softly 
struck  MS-60  or  63  1919-D. 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1919-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


709.  1919-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with  a well  de- 
fined head  and  hand.  The  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  just  one 
milling  mark  in  the  left  obverse  field.  The  coin  is  mostly  brilliant  but  there  are  a 
few  areas  of  light  golden  toning.  Very  rare  in  this  superior  condition;  in  fact  the 
1919-S  is  third  in  overall  rarity  in  the  entire  series  behind  only  the  1921-S  and 
1919-D.  This  is  the  nicest  specimen  we’ve  handled  since  the  MS-67  in  our 
famous  Vincennes  Sale  in  1981  realized  $10,500. 
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710.  1920,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  superb  medium  toning.  An 
outstanding  “original”  coin  from  the  Elrod  Collection,  later  from  Auction  ’80 
where  it  brought  $2300.  Not  an  especially  rare  date  by  Walker  standards  but  we 
doubt  you’ll  be  able  to  find  another  as  pretty. 


711.  1920-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Above  average  strike  with  a fairly  well  defined 
head;  the  hand  is  quite  weak,  however.  Several  minor  bagmarks  on  the  obverse 
but  the  reverse  is  simply  outstanding,  virtually  mark-free.  Very  lustrous  with 
light  golden  toning.  One  of  the  half  dozen  rarest  dates  of  the  series. 


EXCEPTIONAL  1920-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


712.  1920-S,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  An  outstanding  specimen  with  pristine, 
satiny  surfaces,  delicate  natural  golden  toning  and  an  above  average  strike.  One 
of  the  finest  examples  from  a small  group  of  mint  state  1920-S  Half  Dollars  that 
came  on  the  market  a few  years  ago.  Very  scarce  in  this  grade. 
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RARE  1921  HALF  DOLLAR 


713.  1921,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A lovely  coin,  very  nearly  in  the  superb  class.  It  is 
fully  struck  with  boldly  defined  head  and  hand  and  full  skirt  lines.  The  highly 
lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  have  beautiful  uniform  light  golden  toning.  This  is  one 
of  the  key  dates  of  the  series.  It  has  the  second  lowest  mintage,  only  246,000 
pieces,  and  fully  struck  gems  like  this  are  really  quite  rare. 


714.  1921-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Brilliant  and  lustrous  with  pale  golden  toning. 
Fairly  well  struck  with  considerable  head  and  hand  detail.  Some  light  obverse 
bagmarks,  most  of  them  in  the  right  field.  This  is  the  lowest  mintage  date  of  the 
series;  just  208,000  were  struck. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1921-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


715.  1921-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  choice  example  of  this  rarest  and  most 
desirable  of  all  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars.  It  has  an  above  average  strike  for 
the  date  and  very  clean,  lustrous  surfaces  and  attractive,  light  golden  toning. 
Only  a few  comparable  quality  specimens  have  appeared  on  the  market  in 
recent  years. 

The  1921-S  is  the  rarest  date  in  Unc.  in  the  popular  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar 
series  and  the  appearance  of  a gem  such  as  this  is  always  one  of  the  highlights  of 
any  sale.  As  we  mentioned  when  discussing  the  1919-D,  many  fine  collections  of 
this  series  (e.g.  the  magnificent  Vincennes  Collection  we  sold  in  late  1981)  have 
only  an  Unc-60  or  63  example  of  this  date.  Very  rare  and  in  great  demand. 
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RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  1923-S  GEM  MINT  STATE  HALF  DOLLAR 


716.  1923-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Very  sharply  struck  for  the  issue.  The  lustre  and 
surfaces  are  outstanding  and  the  coin  has  very  attractive  delicate  golden  toning. 
One  of  the  best  examples  of  this  rare  and  underrated  date  that  we  have  ever 
seen. 


717.  1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Superb  lustre  and  light  golden  toning.  Generally 
well  struck  despite  some  weakness  at  the  hand.  Numerous  raised  die  scratches 
throughout  the  fields  as  seen  on  almost  all  specimens.  There  are  a few  trivial 
bagmarks  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  really  excellent.  Anotherof 
the  dates  in  the  series  that  must  be  classifed  as  very  scarce,  if  not  rare,  in  this 
condition. 


718.  1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  medium  multicolored  iridescenttoning. 
Quite  well  struck  although  the  hand  is  not  well  defined.  There  are  virtually  no 
bagmarks  but  there  are  some  light,  barely  noticeable  vertical  scratches  across 
the  eagle’s  wing.  Outstanding  eye  appeal  due  to  the  glorious  color. 
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HIGHLY  LUSTROUS  AND  WELL  STRUCK  1928-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


719.  1928-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Well  above  average  strike  and  outstanding  lustre. 
Just  a trace  of  delicate  golden  toning.  The  surfaces,  particularly  on  the  obverse, 
are  very  clean  and  the  coin  could  probably  be  graded  higher  if  it  were  not  for  a 
few  barely  noticeable  marks  “hidden”  in  the  eagle’s  wing.  One  of  the  most 
underrated  dates  of  the  series;  far  more  rare  than  the  1927-S  to  which  it  is 
generally  equated.  A long-time  “favorite”  date  of  ours. 

720.  1929-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+,  very  frosty  and  virtually  fully  struck,  excellent 
lustre  and  attractive  light  golden  toning,  as  nice  as  any  we’ve  seen  in  a long  time; 
1929-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  sharply  struck,  light  golden  toning.  Two  pieces.

721.  1933-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A fully  struck,  highly  lustrous  specimen  with 
beautiful  golden  brown  reverse  toning  and  a delicate  golden  toned  obverse. 
There  is  a small  planchet  imperfection  and  a milling  mark  in  the  eagle’s  wing 
(both  hardly  noticeable)  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  superb  and  nearly  pristine.  A 
scarce  and  very  popular  date  in  this  grade. 

722.  A group  of  six  (6)  very  choice  Walkers  including  1934-PDS  and  1935-PDS.  All  six 
of  the  coins  grade  Gem  Uncirculated  65  or  better  and  are  well  struck.  The  1 934 
and  1935-D  are  medium  toned,  the  others  fully  brilliant  or  lightly  toned.  The  rare 
1935-D  is  much  sharper  than  usual  and  has  a few  milling  marks.  The  1934-D  is 
very  sharp  and  one  of  the  best  we’ve  seen.  All  in  all,  an  exceptional  group.  Six 
pieces. 

723.  Short  set  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars,  1936  through  1947-D  inclusive.  A 
magnificent  group  with  some  truly  exceptional  pieces.  All  of  the  coins  grade  at 
least  Gem  Uncirculated  65  and  many  of  them  are  superb,  i.e.  MS-67.  Particularly 
noteworthy  are  the  following  pieces:  1939-S,  virtually  fully  struck  MS-67; 
1940-S,  virtually  fully  struck  MS-67,  the  finest  we’ve  seen;  1941-S,  MS-65+,  virtu- 
ally fully  struck,  semi-prooflike;  the  underrated  1944-S,  MS-65+,  very  sharply 
struck.  Some  of  the  coins  have  superb  natural  toning  and  all  have  excellent 
lustre.  Assembling  a comparable  set  would  be  a long,  slow  process.  33  pieces. 

724.  1938-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  excellent  lustre,  full  mint 
frost  and  a minimum  of  marks.  Very  popular  due  to  its  low  mintage  of  just 
491,600  pieces.  (Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  DESIRABLE 
1794  DOLLAR  IN  MINT  STATE 


725.  1794,  Uncirculated  60+.  A choice  and  completely  “original”  mint  state 
example  of  our  country’s  first  Silver  Dollar.  The  strike  is  altogether 
exceptional  for  a 1794  Dollar  with  less  of  the  weakness  on  the  left 
obverse  stars  and  left  reverse  legend  than  is  usually  seen;  evidently, 
this  piece  was  a very  early  strike.  The  date  is  full  and  every  hair  on 
Liberty’s  head  is  boldly  defined.  The  cheek  is  completely  rounded, 
reminiscent  of  the  1794  “Apple  Cheek”  Large  Cent  variety.  On  the 
reverse,  which  easily  grades  a full  MS-63,  the  eagle’s  breast  and  leg 
feathers  are  all  visible  and  very  sharp.  There  are  some  very  light  mint- 
made  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse  rim  but  the  surfaces  of  the 
coin  are  remarkably  free  of  abrasions.  Most  importantly,  the  toning  is 
entirely  natural  and  supremely  beautiful,  a warm  medium  blend  of 
gray  violet,  russet  and  greenish-gold.  All  things  considered,  strike, 
technical  grade,  color,  and  lustre,  this  magnificent  coin  ranks  with  the 
top  five  or  six  known  specimens. 

The  1794  is  a very  rare  and  popular  date  in  all  grades.  Only  1,758 
pieces  were  struck  and  most  knowledgeable  estimates  place  the 
number  still  in  existence  at  less  than  100  pieces.  Without  a doubt,  the 
1794  Dollar  is  one  of  the  most  coveted  of  all  U.S.  coins  and  is  quite 
likely  the  most  desirable  and  valuable  U.S.  silver  coin  issued  and  used 
for  general  circulation.  A coin  such  as  this  is  a national  treasure,  a true 
numismatic  work  of  art  that  belongs  in  the  finest  of  collections.  Surely 
It  will  be  one  of  the  highlights  of  its  next  owner’s  collection  no  matter 
how  advanced  that  collection  may  be.  Based  on  the  winning  bid  for 
the  Carter  coin  that  exceeded  a quarter  million  dollars  and  the  price 
paid  for  one  of  the  Lord  St.  Oswald  pieces  in  the  poor  market  of  1982, 
it  seems  reasonable  to  us  that  this  fantastic  coin  should  realize  well 
over  $100,000,  perhaps  as  much  as  $150,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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726.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Two  Leaves,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  A really  excellent 
type  coin  that  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  attractive  circulated  examples  of  this 
issue  that  we  have  seen.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  and  perfectly  centered.  The  sur- 
faces are  very  clean  and  the  original  toning  is  superb,  a light  gray  and  russet.  If 
the  term  “gem”  was  ever  appropriate  for  an  EF  early  U.S.  silver  coin,  this  coin 
would  definitely  qualify.  On  the  basis  of  its  superb  overall  appearance,  we 
expect  a winning  bid  in  the  high  four  figure  range. 


727.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves,  Very  Fine  20.  Light  to  medium  multicolored 
toning.  A few  light  obverse  adjustment  marks.  Well  struck  and  centered.  Ex 
Bowers  and  Merena  April  1983  Sale,  Lot  737,  where  it  realized  $2860. 


728.  1797,  9 x 7 Stars,  Small  Letters,  Very  Fine  25.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered. 
Weak  reverse  (due  to  a worn  die)  as  on  all  known  specimens.  Light  to  medium 
gray  and  gold  toning.  Very  clean  surfaces  but  there  are  several  small  reverse 
edge  nicks.  Very  rare,  probably  the  rarest  major  variety  of  early  Dollar.  Only  342 
pieces  were  struck  and  most  estimates  place  the  number  extant  at  less  than  30. 
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VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1797  DOLLAR 


729.  1797,  9 x 7 Stars,  Large  Letters,  Uncirculated  60.  A magnificent  early 
Dollar  with  lustrous  surfaces,  an  exceptional  strike  and  broad  ser- 
rated borders.  The  obverse  is  frosty  and  the  reverse  is  semi-prooflike 
with  a few  light  planchet  driftmarks.  The  coin  has  a beautiful  light 
golden  tone  with  some  multicolored  toning  near  the  border.  This  is 
certainly  one  of  the  finest  1797  Dollars  in  existence  and,  it  must  be 
noted,  1797  is  the  rarest  date  of  all  the  early  Dollars  from  1795-1803. 
Ex  Herbert  M.  Bergen  Sale  (Quality  Sales,  October  1979),  Lot  1346, 
where  it  realized  $10,500.  (Color  Plate)

730.  1797,  10  x 6 Stars,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Warm  gray  and  russet  toning.  Very 
sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Some  light  obverse  scratches  but  virtually  no 
contact  marks;  the  reverse  is  very  choice.  Excellent  overall  appearance  despite 
the  scratches.  A very  desirable  type  coin  worth  over  $4000. 
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731.  1798,  Heraldic  Eagle,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Wide  date,  13  arrows.  Very  sharp- 
ly struck  except  for  some  flatness  on  the  right  obverse  stars.  Partially  prooflike 
surfaces  that  are  covered  with  beautiful  medium  multicolored  toning.  Afew  light 
planchet  “driftmarks”  across  the  draped  bust.  Excellent  overall  appearance  due 
to  the  lovely  toning. 

732.  1799,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Harshly  cleaned  at  one  time,  now  a light  to 
medium  gray  color. 


733.  1800,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Boldly  struck  and  well  centered.  A lovely 
warm  gray  color  with  gold,  blue  and  russet  highlights.  The  Bolender  12  variety 
with  the  R in  LIBERTY  double  cut.  From  the  Herbert  M.  Bergen  Sale,  Lot  1356,  at 
$3750,  where  it  was  described  as  “Very  rare  and  possibly  one  of  the  three  finest 
known.  Grossly  undervalued  by  Bolender.” 


734.  1836,  Gobrecht,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Judd  60.  Name  on  base,  plain 
edge,  eagle  amid  stars.  Dies  aligned  top-to-top,  i.e.  medal  turn.  This  coin  is  fully 
prooflike  and  boldly  struck  with  very  attractive  medium  multicolored  toning. 
Just  a trace  of  friction  along  with  some  very  light  hairlines.  Excellent  overall 
appearance.  Rare  and  desirable;  one  of  an  estimated  600  struck  early  in  1837. 
(Those  struck  Dec.  31 , 1836,  approximately  1 ,000  pieces,  have  the  dies  aligned 
top-to-bottom,  i.e.  coin  turn).  Worth  in  excess  of  $5000. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1838  GOBRECHT  DOLLAR  WITH  PLAIN  EDGE 


735.  1838,  Gobrecht,  Plain  Edge,  Plain  Field,  Choice  Proof  63.  Judd  85.  As 
sharply  struck  as  a Gobrecht  Dollar  could  possibly  be.  Extraordinar- 
ily brilliant  with  light  golden  brown  toning.  Despite  some  light  hair- 
lines in  the  fields,  this  coin  is  very  attractive.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  801 , 
where  it  realized  $23,000. 

In  most  reference  works  ( Breen,  Red  Book,  etc.)  as  well  as  the  rela- 
tively few  auction  catlogues  in  which  this  variety  has  appeared,  it  is 
usually  claimed  that  only  three  examples  ofJ-85  are  known.  There  are 
definitely  more  known  than  that( our  estimate  is  6-8 ) but  nevertheless 
the  1838  Plain  Edge,  Plain  Field  Gobrecht  Dollar  is  a major  rarity, 
probably  3-4  times  as  rare  as  the  generally  seen  1838  Reeded  Edge 
variety.

736.  1842,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A well  struck,  fully  prooflike  specimen  with  superb 
lustre  and  a trace  of  beautiful  peripheral  toning.  There  are  a few  trivial  “slide 
marks”  on  Miss  Liberty  but  the  fields  are  remarkably  clean.  One  of  the  most 
common  date  Seated  Liberty  Dollars  of  the  1840’s  but  still  a rare  and  desirable 
coin  in  this  high  grade.

Dollars  but  this  is  the  finest  and  certainly  the  “flashiest”  that  we  can  recall.

737.  1851,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Original,  high  date.  Deeply  prooflike 
with  superb  natural  greenish-gold  and  violet  brown  peripheral  ton- 
ing. The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck  and  the  lustrous  surfaces  are 
very  clean  and  virtually  free  of  contact  marks.  This  is  the  finest  exam- 
ple of  this  extremely  rare  date  that  we  have  ever  seen  or  heard  of, 
slightly  finerthan  the  gem  we  sold  lastyearat  Auction  ’83  for$22,000. 

The  1851  has  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  rarest  regular  issue 
U.S.  Silver  Dollars  for  more  than  a Century.  Only  1,300  were  minted 
for  circulation  (plus  a small  quantity  of  restrikes  from  different  dies 
8-10  years  later)  and  we  estimate  that  only  20-25  originals  still  exist 
today  in  all  grades.  From  the  standpoint  of  total  number  of  pieces 
known,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  1851  is  the  rarest  regular  issue  U.S. 
Silver  Dollar,  more  rare  than  the  lower  mintage  1 852  and  several  times 
as  rare  as  the  popular  1794.  Of  course,  it  is  also  far  more  rare  than  any 
Morgan  Dollar  including  the  1892-S,  1893-S  and  1895.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1852  SILVER  DOLLAR 
One  Of  The  Finest  Known  Business  Strikes 


738.  1852,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Original.  Full  prooflike  surfaces,  sharp  strike, 
and  beautiful  light  multicolored  toning.  There  are  a few  light  contact  marks  in 
the  fields  but  the  overall  appearance  of  this  coin  is  really  quite  outstanding.  We 
do  not  recall  ever  seeing  a finer  business  strike  of  this  very  rare  date. 

Only  1,100  Silver  Dollars  were  minted  In  1852  making  this  date  the  lowest 
mintage  regular  issue  Silver  Dollar  from  1794  to  the  present.  We  estimate  that  no 
more  than  40-50  specimens  still  exist  and  that  number  may  be  overly  optimistic.

739.  1853,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  multicolored  toning,  a superb  blend  of 
violet,  blue  and  golden  brown.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  of  excel- 
lent quality  although  there  are  numerous  raised  die  scratches  in  the 
obverse  field  resulting  from  the  polishing  of  the  dies  with  a cloth. 
(These  die  scratches  are  present  on  every  known  specimen  and  do 
not  constitute  an  impairment.)  Ex  Auction  ’82,  Lot  1747,  and  previous- 
ly from  the  Robison,  1977  ANA  and  Ostheimer  sales. 

No  proof  Dollars  were  minted  in  1853  and  this  is  one  of  a reported 
12  struck  in  1862  or  1863.  (It  was  first  offered  for  sale  in  the  McCoy 
Sale  of  1864.)  Only  7 or  8 can  presently  be  accounted  for  making  this 
one  of  the  rarest  of  all  proof  Silver  Dollars.  Compared  to  the  1853, 
such  popular  proofs  as  the  1858,  1878  7 Feathers  and  1895  are  down- 
right common.  The  1853  is  also  considerably  more  rare  than  either 
the  1851  or  1852  in  proof,  both  of  which  generally  bring  much  higher 
prices  when  offered.  (Color  Plate) 


FABULOUS  FROSTY  UNCIRCULATED  1860  SEATED  LIBERTY  DOLLAR 


740.  1860,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A truly  outstanding  coin,  fully  struck  with  lustrous, 
satiny  surfaces  and  delicate  golden  browntoning.Thereareonlyafew  insignifi- 
cant marks  on  the  coin  and  grading  it  “MS-67”  would  not  be  at  all  inconsistent 
with  its  quality.  We  have  seen  only  one  other  1860  business  strike  Silver  Dollar  to 
compare  to  this  piece,  that  being  the  Fairfield  specimen  sold  in  1977.  Worth  a bid 
close  to  five  figures. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1873-CC  SILVER  DOLLAR 


741 . 1873-CC,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Harshly  cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  largely 
a “bright  white”  color.  Planchet  roughness  below  first  star  and  vertical  scratch  in 
right  obverse  field  along  with  numerous  light  contact  marks.  Not  nearly  as  un- 
attractive as  the  detailed  description  makes  it  sound;  furthermore,  this  is  an  un- 
usually high  grade  for  this  extremely  rare  issue.  Only  2,300  pieces  were  struck 
and  undoubtedly  most  of  those  were  melted  and  not  released.  Today,  probably 
less  than  100  survive  in  all  grades  and  only  a handful  of  true  uncsare  known.  In 
January  1984  the  similar  grade  (but  more  attractive  and  problem-free)  Carter 
specimen  realized  $10,450. 


742.  1879-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  creamy,  frosty 
surfaces  and  virtually  no  marks.  Just  a hint  of  light  golden  toning.  One  of  the 
nicest  we’ve  seen. 


743.  1883-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields  and  a very  sharp 
strike.  Brilliant  with  just  a touch  of  peripheral  toning.  One  of  the  finest  1883-S 
Dollars  from  the  famed  Redfield  hoard.  Scarce  and  desirable  date. 
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744.  1885-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Very  nearly  in  the  superb  class  and  likely  to  be 
so  graded  by  many  who  see  it.  Fully  struck  with  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  and 
beautiful  light  golden  obverse  toning.  An  exceptional  example  of  this  scarce  and 
very  underrated  date.

746.  1886-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Not  quite  as  nice  as  the  preceding  lot  but  still 
far  above  average  for  an  1886-0.  It  is  really  a borderline  gem,  removed  from  that 
category  only  by  a few  light  bagmarks  on  Liberty’s  cheek.  The  coin  is  very  sharp- 
ly struck  and  lustrous  and  has  beautiful  golden  toning.

We  have  not  seen  another  1889-0  as  nice  as  this  in 
a long  time.  A real  premium  coin. 
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751 . 1889-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  a second  gem  quality  1889-0  although  not  quite 
the  equal  of  the  preceding  lot  due  to  a couple  of  minor  abrasions,  outstanding 
lustre  and  attractive  light  golden  toning,  way  above  average  strike;  1891-0,  Gem 
Uncirculated  65,  sharply  struck  for  the  issue  with  good  lustre,  light  golden  ton- 
ing and  minimal  marks.

795.  1849,  Small  Head,  No  L,  Choice  Proof  63+.  Open  Wreath.  An  out- 
standing coin  with  rich  gold  and  orange  toning,  deep  mirror  fields 
(concave  on  the  obverse  as  all  are),  a few  lint  marks  (as  made)  and 
only  a few  light  hairlines.  Superb  natural  proof  brilliance  and  lustre. 
This  coin  is  altogether  different  from  a business  strike  in  overall 
appearance  (compare  to  the  following  lot)  and  can  easily  be  distin- 
guished as  a true  proof  at  first  glance.  For  a U.S.  proof  gold  coin  of 
this  early  period,  the  quality  of  this  coin  is  quite  exceptional.  Accom- 
panied by  a Walter  Breen  letter  of  authentication  and  comment. 

The  1849  Small  Head,  No  L is  one  of  the  rarest  issues  in  the  entire 
Gold  Dollar  series.  Only  1 ,000  business  strikes  were  minted  on  May  8, 
1849  and  an  unknown,  but  undoubtedly  very  small  (probably  less 
than  12  pieces)  quantity  of  proofs  made  the  day  before  to  send  to 
various  officials  to  mark  the  introduction  of  the  new  Gold  Dollar  de- 
nomination. (Two  pieces  also  remained  in  Longacre’s  possession 
and  were  sold  with  the  rest  of  his  estate  in  1870.)  Today,  only  nine  or 
ten  proofs  can  be  accounted  for,  including  one  in  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  and  one  in  the  A NS  Collection.  In  the  past  sixty  years  we 
can  trace  only  three  appearances  of  this  important  rarity  at  auction, 
none  in  the  last  decade.  One  appeared  in  the  original  Bell  sale  in  1944 
another  in  Kagin’s  “Sale  of  the  ’70’s’’in  1973  and  a third  in  Pine  Tree's 
“Breen  /”  Gold  Sale.  ( We  do  not  know  whether  this  coin  is  the  same  as 
any  of  the  preceding  but,  according  to  the  Breen  letter.  It  is  definitely 
not  the  Kagin  coin.  He  also  notes  that  it  is  finer  than  the  A NS  speci- 
men.) As  a final  comment,  it  is  worth  noting  that  three  of  the  most 
famous  and  nearly  complete  collections  of  U.  S.  proof  gold  coins  ever 
formed  ( Garrett,  Eliasberg  and  Carter)  have  been  sold  in  the  past  five 
years  and  not  one  of  those  extraordinary  collections  contained  an 
1849  Proof  Gold  Dollar.  We  expect  this  extremely  rare  and  desirable 
specimen  to  realize  a bid  in  the  $25,000-$30,000  range.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1849  SMALL  HD,  NO  L GOLD  DOLLAR 


796.  1849,  Small  Head,  No  L,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Open  Wreath.  A sharply  struck, 
fully  frosty  example  of  this  very  rare  and  underrated  issue.  It  has  beautiful  medi- 
um orange  and  gold  toning  and  only  a few  trivial  marks  and  faint  hairlines.  Only 
1,000  pieces  struck.  Ex  Burnheimer  Sale  (Paramount,  1976),  Lot  953. 

We  feel,  and  have  so  stated  numerous  times,  that  this  is  an  important  and 
major  variety  that  should  really  be  listed  in  the  Red  Book.  If  it  were  so  listed, 
together  with  the  known  1 ,000  mintage  figure,  it  would  be  quickly  and  properly 
regarded  as  one  of  the  rarest  Gold  Dollars  and  priced  accordingly. 


797.  1849,  Small  Head,  With  L,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Open  Wreath.  Lustrous, 
satiny  surfaces  and  attractive  natural  greenish-gold  color.  A few  light  hairlines 
but  no  marks  or  abrasions.  Very,  very  close  to  full  MS-65  quality.  Like  the  pre- 
ceding lot  (Small  Head,  No  L),  this  isan  important  major  variety  that  isdeserving 
of  a listing  in  the  Red  Book.  While  not  nearly  as  rare  as  the  Small  Head,  No  L,  it  is 
still  quite  rare  in  this  grade,  far  more  so  than  any  of  the  other  P-Mint  issues  of  this 
type.  The  exact  mintage  is  unknown  but  we  estimate  it  to  have  been  significantly 
less  than  100,000  pieces.

808.  1854,  Type  I,  Uncirculated  60,  fantastic  strike  and  lustre  but  there  are  a number 
of  light  scratches  on  both  sides;  1856,  Slanting  5,  Uncirculated  60,  medium 
orange  color,  cleaned,  many  fine  hairlines  under  the  toning.  Two  pieces. 


809.  1854-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Sharply  struck  on  an  excellent  planchet.  Light 
greenish-gold  and  orange  toning.  A very  rare  and  desirable  date  with  no  more 
than  50-60  pieces  still  remaining  from  the  original  2,935  minted.  Seldom  seen 
this  choice  as  most  are  only  VF  or  EF.

810.  1855,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+,  A very  “flashy”  Type  II  Gold  Dollar  with  a full 
strike  (the  weakness  in  the  8 is  due  to  die  deterioration,  not  strike),  excellent 
lustre  and  attractive  yellow  gold  color.  Very  nearly  in  the  gem  class,  kept  from  a 
full  MS-65  grade  only  by  a few  light  obverse  hairlines  that  are  noticeable  only  on 
close  inspection.  Really  more  desirable  than  many  so-called  “gems”  we’ve  seen 
offered.  Ex  Winthrop  Sale  (B&R,  1975),  Lot555,  where thecataloguernoted  that 
“this  coin  was  selected  from  several  dozen  Uncirculated  Type  II  dollars  by  one 
of  the  nation’s  leading  gold  coin  dealers  as  being  the  finest  of  its  kind.”  That’s  a 
bit  of  an  overstatement  by  the  unnamed  “leading  dealer”  but  the  coin  is  undeni- 
ably very  choice  and  desirable,  particularly  from  the  standpoint  of  strike  and 
lustre. 


811.  1856,  Upright  5,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A borderline  gem  of  one  of  the 

scarcest,  yet  most  unappreciated  P-Mint  Type  III  Gold  Dollars.  The  coin  is 
sharply  struck  with  lustrous  surfaces,  light  yellow  gold  color  and  only  a few 
minor  marks.  More  rare  than  any  of  the  dates  from  1866-1889  with  the  exception 
of  the  1875  and  1873  Closed  3.  This  was  one  of  the  few  issues  missing  from  our 
superb  Gold  Dollar  offering  in  Auction  ’81.  During  the  seven  year  period  that 
collection  was  being  assembled,  we  never  had  the  opportunity  to  buy  an  1856 
Upright  5 Gold  Dollar  as  nice  as  this  one! 


812.  1857,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Very  sharply  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies.  (The 
lack  of  detail  in  the  last  three  feathers  of  the  headdress,  the  O in  DOLLAR  and 
the  85  of  the  date,  are  the  result  of  die  deterioration,  not  strike.)  The  fields  are 
mostly  frosty  with  some  prooflike  tendencies  on  the  reverse.  The  coin  is  a pale 
yellow  gold  color  and  is  virtually  free  of  marks  or  hairlines.  Common  as  a date, 
but  really  quite  scarce  like  this. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1858  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


813.  1858,  Gem  Proof  65+.  A spectacular,  cameo-like,  two  tone  gem  with 
deep  mirror  fields,  satin  frosted  head,  and  superb  original  color  and 
brilliance.  There  are  only  a few  faint  hairlines  in  the  obverse  field  (the 
reverse  is  essentially  perfect)  and  the  overall  quality  is  far  superior  to 
that  of  most  U.S.  proof  gold  coins  of  this  era.  A magnificent  and 
extremely  rare  coin. 

The  exact  number  of  proof  Gold  Dollars  struck  in  1858  is  unknown 
but  it  was  undoubtedly  very  small,  probably  on  the  order  of  15-20 
pieces.  Today,  only  about  10  or  so  are  still  accounted  for,  precious 
few  of  which  can  rival  this  gem  from  the  standpoint  of  beauty  and 
quality.  (Color  Plate)

818.  1865,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A beautiful  coin,  certainly  one  of  the  highest 
quality  yet  rarest  dates  in  this  entire  selection  of  Gold  Dollars.

Since  our  Auction  81  specimen  realized  $1 1 ,500  we  have  not  seen  another  1 865 
offered  at  auction  that  came  close  to  this  one.  (Color  Plate) 
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819.  1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  a high  wire  rim  and  razor  sharp 
details.  Clash  marks  are  visible  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  as  they  are  on  most 
business  strikes  of  this  date.  Rather  proof  I ike  with  the  characteristic  striae  in  the 
fields.  Very  attractive  medium  orange  gold  toning.  Rare  and  very  desirable  in 
this  gem  condition;  only  7,130  were  minted. 


820.  1867,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A virtual  gem  kept  from  the  MS-65  grade  only  by 
a scratch  in  the  obverse  field  behind  Liberty’s  head.  The  coin  is  boldly  struck 
from  clashed  dies  and  has  fully  proof  I ike  fields  and  brilliant  redd  ish-g  old  color. 
Very  scarce;  only  5,250  pieces  struck.  Much  rarerthan  any  of  the  lower  mintaoe 
dates  from  1879-1889.  ^

821 . 1868,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A magnificent  coin  with  outstanding  “eye  appeal” 
and  “flash.”  It  has  a 100%  full  strike  and  extraordinary  lustre  and  color.  Very 
nearly  as  choice  as  the  Auction  ’81  specimen  or  the  Brand  coin  sold  last  Fall  and 
certainly  in  the  top  8 or  10  of  all  known  1868  Gold  Dollars.  Decidedly  rare  in  gem 
condition.  Ex  McNally  Sale  (NASCA,  1976),  Lot  542,  where  it  was  described  as 
“possibly  the  finest  known”  specimen. 
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822.  1869,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Attractive  light  to  medium  orange  gold  toning 
and  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields.  A borderline  gem  with  justafew  light  marks. 
One  of  the  more  underrated  dates  of  the  seriesand  seldom  available  in  true  gem 
condition.  Ex  NERCA  Sale,  November  1977,  Lot  834,  where  it  wasgraded  agem 
(65)  and  brought  a gem  price  ($1000).

823.  1870,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A fantastic,  pristine,  semi-prooflike  gem 
with  magnificent  orange  and  greenish-gold  toning  and  superb  lustre.

A few  trivial  marks  are  visible  under  a glass  but  the 
coin  is  really  close  to  the  superb  level.  The  strike  is  absolutely  full.  One  of  the 
three  or  four  finest  examples  of  this  very  rare  date  that  we  have  encountered.  Ex 
Stack’s  April  1978  Sale,  Lot  780. 

The  1870-S  is  the  only  branch  mint  Gold  Dollar  after  1861  and  thus  it  is  one  of 
the  more  popular  and  sought-after  dates  in  the  series.  Except  for  jewelry  pieces, 
most  known  specimens  are  AU  or  Unc.  but  for  some  reason,  most  of  the  uncs  are 
not  particularly  nice,  just  MS-60  or  MS-63  at  best.  True  gems  like  this  one  are 
very  rare  and  we  don't  recall  seeing  another  since  we  sold  the  McNally  coin  in 
Auction  '81.  One  of  the  highlights  of  this  exceptional  Gold  Dollar  offering  and 
worth  a high  four  figure  bid.

825.  1871,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Virtually  flawless,  semi-prooflike  fields  and 
superb  copper  and  gold  toning.  Very  sharply  struck  except  for  the  characteristic 
weakness  at  the  date  resulting  from  die  wear.  Just  about  aschoiceand  pretty  as 
a Gold  Dollar  can  be.  Exceptional!  Ex  Auction  ’81,  Lot  1370,  at  $6000. 

826.  1873,  Open  3,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  sharp  strike,  partially  prooflike  obverse 
frosty  reverse,  deep  golden  toning  around  letters  and  devices’  1874  Choice 
Uncirculated  63,  light  obverse  hairlines,  wholly  prooflike  reverse.  Two  pieces. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1875  GOLD  DOLLAR 


827.  1875,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  gem  with  wholly  proof- 
like fields  and  beautiful  rich  golden  toning.  The  surfaces  are  very 
lustrous  and  have  just  a few  insignificant  marks.  Undoubtedly  one  of 
the  finest  known  1875  Gold  Dollars.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  878  where  it 
realized  $21,000. 

Only  420  pieces  were  minted  of  this  extremely  rare  and  desirable 
date.  This  mintage  figure  is  lower  than  for  any  other  Gold  Dollar  and 
is,  in  fact,  one  of  the  lowest  mintages  in  the  entire  series  of  U.S  aold 
coins!

828.  1876,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A well  struck,  wholly  prooflike  gem,  the  kind  of 
deceptive  first  strike  often  incorrectly  offered  for  sale  or  catalogued  as  a “proof.”

A very 
scarce  date,  although  notquiteasdifficuittoobtain  in  gem  condition  as  the  1876 
or  1878.  Only  3,920  pieces  minted. 

EXCEPTIONAL  1878  GOLD  DOLLAR 


832.  1878,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  One  of  the  finest  and  “flashiest”  examples  of  this 
underrated  date  that  we  have  seen.  It  is  very  sharp  with  fully  prooflike fieldsand 
all  of  its  original  mint  lustre  and  color.  Like  the  1869,  1872  and  1876,  for  some 
reason  the  available  uncs  of  this  date  are  almost  invariably  “scruffy.”

834.  1879,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  lovely  example  of  this  popular,  low  mint- 
age date.  The  coin  is  very  sharp  and  lustrous  with  satiny  surfaces  and  light 
greenish-gold  and  orange  toning.  The  mintage  was  only  3,030  pieces.

A small  lint  mark  (as  made)  in  front  on  Liberty’s 
chin  and  one  tiny  carbon  spot  near  the  second  A of  AMERICA.  Excellent  overall 
appearance  despite  a few  faint  hairlines.  One  of  just  87  proofs  minted,  less  than 
half  of  which  still  exist.  Ex  Stack’s  June  1968  Sale,  Lot  430. 


838.  1881,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A satiny,  fully  struck  gem  with  superb  medium 
orange  and  greenish-gold  toning.  Every  bit  as  scarce  as  the  lowermintage  1879 
and  1880. 


839.  1882,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A magnificent,  semi-prooflike  gem  with  a 
full  strike,  intense  lustre,  beautiful  greenish-gold  and  orange  toning  and  nearly 
perfect  surfaces. 


840.  1883,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  Gorgeous  natural  greenish-gold  and  cop- 
per toning.  The  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  are  extremely  choice  and 
mark-free.  Very,  very  pretty.

The  Rarest  U.S.  Gold  Type  Coin 


852.  1796,  No  Stars,  Extremely  Fine  40.  A lovely,  problem-free  coin  with 
lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields  and  light  gold  and  orange  toning. 
Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  A few  light  mint  made  adjustment 
marks  are  barely  visible  on  the  obverse.  Full  LIBERTY  with  just  the 
slightest  trace  of  weakness  in  the  E.  Virtually  identical  in  overall 
appearance  and  quality  to  the  Eliasberg  specimen  that  realized

The  1796  No  Stars  $2'/?  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  as  well  as  the 
rarest  U.S.  gold  type  coin.

853.  1797,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A lustrous,  well  struck  specimen  with 
prooflike  fields  and  light  yellow  gold  color.  This  is  one  of  the  finest 
known  examples  of  this  very  rare  date,  equal  to  if  not  betterthan  the 
Garrett,  Eliasberg  or  Carter  specimens,  the  latter  at  $16,500  this  past 
January.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  886,  where  it  realized  a record  $34,000. 

Only  427  Quarter  Eagles  were  minted  in  1797,  one  of  the  lowest 
mintage  figures  of  the  entire  series.  Not  surprisingly  then,  it  is  one  of 
the  very  rarest  dates,  more  rare  than  such  issues  as  the  popular  1796 
No  Stars  and  1808  and  even  slightly  more  rare  than  the  comparable 
mintage  1796  With  Stars.  We  estimate  that  only  20-25  pieces  are 
known  and  this  one  definitely  ranks  in  the  top  five.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1798  QUARTER  EAGLE 


854.  1798,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Four  berries  reverse.  Medium  orange  and  greenish- 
gold  toning.  Well  struck  for  the  date  although  there  is  a little  of  the  inevitable 
weakness  in  the  centers.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean  for  a VF  coin  but  there  are 
several  faint  old  reverse  scratches.  This  date  is  very  rare  in  all  grades  A mere 
1,094  pieces  were  struck  and  probably  only  50-60  still  exist,  if  that  many 
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855.  1804,  14  Stars  on  Reverse,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Light  yellow  color  and  numer- 
ous small  contact  marks  in  the  fields.  Several  mint  made  adjustment  marks  on 
the  reverse  rim.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Tiny  planchet  imperfection  on 
the  obverse  rim  between  12th  and  13th  stars.  Rare  in  any  condition.  Of  the  3,327 
Quarter  Eagles  struck  in  1804,  we  estimate  that  3,000  were  this  variety  and,  of 
course,  only  a small  fraction  (5  or  6 percent  perhaps)  have  survived  the  inter- 
vening 180  years. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1806/5  QUARTER  EAGLE 
The  Garrett  Specimen  And  One  Of  The  Finest  Known 


856.  1806,  6 over  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Very  sharply  struck  for  this 
issue  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields  and  beautiful  gold  and 
copper  colored  toning.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  just  a few 
insignificant  marks.  There  is  also  a small  edge  bruise  above  the  L in 
LIBERTY  that  detracts  little  from  the  coin’s  excellent  overall  appear- 
ance. One  of  the  two  or  three  finest  known  examples  of  this  extremely 
rare  date. 

The  1806/5  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  $2^/2 
series,  more  rare  than  either  of  the  1796  issues  or  the  1797.  It  is  also 
considerably  more  rare  than  the  extremely  popular  1808.  An  esti- 
mated 480  pieces  were  struck  and  it  is  our  feeling  that  only  17-20 
pieces  are  known  today,  perhaps  even  less.  This  particular  speci- 
men 's  pedigree  is  as  fine  as  its  quality.  It  is  from  the  Garrett  Collection 
(Lot  940  of  the  2nd  B&R  Sale ) and  was  earlier  purchased  from  Harold 
P.  Newlin  on  December  31 , 1885. 
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VERY  CHOICE  AND  POPULAR  1808  QUARTER  EAGLE 


857.  1808,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Very  sharply  struck  on  the  all- 
important  devices  but  soft  at  the  borders  as  usual.  The  fields  are  par- 
hally  prooflike  and  have  excellent  lustre.  There  are  some  light  marks 
in  the  fields  as  well  as  several  minor  rim  bruises  but  there  is  little,  if 
any,  real  wear.  Excellent  overall  appearance  and  certainly  one  of  the 
highest  grade  1808  $2y2’s  to  be  offered  at  public  auction  in  the  past 
five  years  or  more. 

The  1808  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  gold 
coins.  (This  design  was  only  issued  this  one  year  and  thus  the  1808 is 
in  great  demand  from  type  collectors.)  It  Is  not  quite  as  rare  as  the 
1796  No  Stars  $2’/2  but  it  is  undoubtedly  the  second  rarest  U.S.  gold 
type  coin  after  the  1796.  A few  uncs  are  known,  including  the  very 
choice  Judd  coin  owned  by  Jimmy  Hayes  of  Louisiana  and  offered  in 
Stack’s  session  of  Auction  ’84,  but  it  would  not  be  overly  optimistic  to 
say  that  this  specimen  is  in  the  top  10  or  12.  In  October  1983,  a slightly 
lower  grade  example  brought  $30,800  at  Stack’s  Coles  Auction  and  so 
this  coin  may  well  top  that  mark.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1824/1  QUARTER  EAGLE 


858.  1824,  4 over  1,  Uncirculated  60.  A highly  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  specimen  with 
attractive  light  yellow  gold  and  copper  toning.  Bluntly  struck  in  the  centers  (as 
are  a//known  specimens)  butvery  sharpelsewhere.  Light  obverse  scratch  bythe 
5th  star  and  a faint  vertical  hairline  on  Liberty’s  face  but  relatively  few  and  minor 
additional  marks.  Finer  than  the  Auction  ’83  coin  that  realized  $10,175  or  the 
Eliasberg  specimen,  the  two  finest  offered  at  auction  in  recent  years  . . . until 
now. 

The  1824/1  is  a very  rare  date  in  any  condition,  as  are  all  dates  of  this  short- 
lived type.  Of  the  2,600  originally  minted  (the  second  lowest  mintage  of  the 
type),  we  estimate  that  only  75-100  still  exist,  most  of  them  in  the  VF  or  EF 
grades.  Mint  state  pieces  are  of  great  rarity  and  we  would  be  surprised  if  there 
are  as  many  as  a dozen  such  pieces.  The  similarly  rare  and  equal  quality  1825 
and  1827  In  the  Carter  Sale  realized  $17,600  each  and  so  this  coin  should  brinq 
$15,000  or  more.  (Color  Plate)

859.  1830,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A lovely  and  very  choice  coin  with  a 
razor  sharp  strike,  full  prooflikefieldsand  deep  greenish-gold  toning. 
There  are  only  a few  light  hairlines  and  virtually  no  bag  marks  or  abra- 
sions. Some  areas  of  minor  planchet  roughness  (as  made)  but  this  is 
very  common  and  detracts  little  if  any  from  the  coin’s  value  or  appear- 
ance. Similar  in  overall  quality  to  the  choice  unc  we  sold  last  year  in 
Auction  ’83  for  $12,100  and  thus  one  of  the  finest  1830  Quarter  Eagles 
to  appear  on  the  market  in  the  last  ten  years. 

The  1830,  like  the  1832  that  follows  and  all  other  dates  of  this  typeas 
well,  is  very  rare  in  any  condition  and  extremely  rare  in  mint  state. 
Only  4,540  pieces  were  struck  and  certainly  no  more  than  150-200 
pieces  have  survived  the  last  150+  years.  Of  that  small  existing  num- 
ber, only  12-15  are  truly  uncirculated.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1832  QUARTER  EAGLE 


860.  1832,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A sharply  struck,  fully  prooflike  specimen 
with  rich  orange  and  gold  toning.  Some  light  marks  and  friction  in  the  fields  but 
no  signs  of  real  wear.  A lovely  specimen  of  this  raredateand  certainly  oneof  the 
“flashiest”  examples  we’ve  seen.  Ex  Garrett  Collection  Sale,  Lot  751.  Earlier 
from  George  W.  Cogan  on  March  23,  1882. 

Only  4,400  Quarter  Eagles  were  minted  in  1832  and  the  majority  were  subse- 
quently melted  a few  years  later.  In  our  opinion,  only  150-200  pieces  still  exist 
and  the  typically  available  specimen  is  only  EF.  A small  number  of  true  uncs 
exist  but  this  specimen  still  ranks  in  the  top  10%  or  so  of  known  1832  Quarter 
Eagles. 
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861.  1834,  No  Motto,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Large  Head  variety.  Brilliant  and  fully 
struck  with  lustrous  surfaces  and  mirror  fields.  A few  light  hairlines  and  contact 
marks  but  very  close  to  gem  quality.  A very  choice  and  desirable  type  coin. 


862.  1839-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  rich  golden 
color  and  full  original  mint  lustre.  A splendid  type  coin  and  far  more  rare  than 
any  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  dates  of  this  type  from  1834-1838.  Ex  1979  ANA 
Sale,  Lot  65,  where  it  realized  $6000. 


863.  1839-0,  Uncirculated  60+.  A second  mint  state  example  of  this  very  scarce  date. 
It  is  lustrous  and  fully  struck  with  light  to  medium  gold  and  copper  toning. 

864.  1839-0,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45,  medium  greenish-gold  color,  very  scarce 
and  popular  date;  1840-C,  Choice  Very  Fine  30,  partially  prooflike,  some  plan- 
chet  roughness,  very  scarce.  Two  pieces. 


865.  1843-D,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  A sharply  struck,  problem-free  specimen 
with  good  lustre  and  attractive,  medium  greenish-gold  and  copper  toning.  Very 
scarce  and  desirable.  Only  36,209  minted.  Seldom  available  as  nice  as  this. 
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866.  1848-C,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45,  partially  prooflike,  well  struck  for  the  issue, 
medium  greenish-gold  color,  very  scarce  in  this  grade;  1851-C,  Extremely  Fine 
40,  light  greenish-gold  and  orange  toning,  very  sharp  strike,  scarce.  Two  pieces. 


867.  1850,  Uncirculated  60.  Boldly  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields  and  rich 
golden  toning.  Quite  scarce  in  this  grade.  Ex  Eliasberg  Sale,  Lot  151,  and  previ- 
ously in  the  John  Clapp  Collection.  Clapp  obtained  the  coin  from  the  Chapman 
brothers  in  November  1903. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1876  QUARTER  EAGLE 


868.  1876,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Softly  struck  on  the  haircurls  around  Liberty’s 
face  and  on  the  eagle’s  right  (viewer’s  left)  leg.  Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields, 
natural  orange  gold  toning,  andaminimumof  marks.  Quite  possibly  the  second 
finest  known  specimen  after  the  Garrett-Bass  coin.  Ex  NERCA  4/80  (and  later 
7/80)  Sale,  Lot  57,  where  it  realized  $10,000. 

The  1876  Quarter  Eagle  is  a very  rare  date  in  any  grade  with  a low  mintage  of 
only  4,221  pieces.  In  uncirculated  condition,  it  is  extremely  rare  and  we  have 
seen  only  two  such  pieces,  this  one  and  the  aforementioned  Garrett  coin  pur- 
chased by  Harry  Bass  in  early  1980  for  $18,000. 
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SUPERB  AND  EXTREMELY  RARE  1879  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


869.  1879,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A pristine  gem  with  superb  rich  orange 
gold  toning  and  a very  high  wire  rim.  Thefields  and  devices  are  literal- 
ly flawless,  entirely  free  of  hairlines  or  impairments  of  any  kind.  We 
sincerely  doubt  that  there  is  a finer  or  more  beautiful  proof  Quarter 
Eagle  of  this  date  (indeed,  of  this  era!)  in  existence. 

The  1879  Quarter  Eagle  is  extremely  rare  in  proof.  Only  30  proofs 
were  struck,  certainly  a very  small  figure,  but  the  1879  is  even  more 
rare  than  this  low  mintage  implies  and  is  every  bit  as  rare  in  proof  as 
the  1874,  1875,  1877  or  1878,  all  of  which  had  mintages  of  only  20 
pieces.  (Color  Plate) 


870.  1880,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A virtual  gem  with  fully  prooflike  fields,  excel- 
lent lustre  and  beautiful  copper  tinted  gold  toning.  A very  scarce,  low  mintage 
date  with  only  2,996  pieces  minted.  The  slightly  finer  example  in  Auction  ’83 
realized  $2860. 


871 . 1886,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+,  A lovely  coin  with  semi-proof  I ike  fields  and  light 
orange  gold  toning.  Very,  very  close  to  being  a full  gem  and  sure  to  be  so  graded 
by  many.  Quite  rare  in  this  grade;  in  fact,  this  is  the  nicest  business  strike  1886 
$272  we’ve  seen  in  several  years.  Qnly  4,088  minted. 
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GEM  PROOF  1895  QUARTER  EAGLE 


872.  1895,  Gem  Proof  65.  A beautiful  cameo-like  gem  with  a frosted  head  and  eagle 
and  deep  mirror  fields.  The  coin  is  fully  brilliant  with  a rich  yellow  gold  color. 
One  of  only  119  proofs  minted. 


873.  1897,  Choice  Proof  63.  Lovely  medium  orange  gold  toning.  Very  sharply  struck 
with  a high  wire  rim.  Some  light  hairlines  and  cloudiness  in  the  fields.  Overall,  an 
attractive  specimen.  One  of  just  136  proofs  minted. 

874.  1900,  Proof  60.  Medium  yellow  gold  toning;  high  wire  rim.  Friction  and  light  hair- 
lines in  the  fields.  205  proofs  struck.  (Plate) 

875.  A pair  of  1908  Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagles,  one  grading  Gem  Uncirculated  65 
and  the  other  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Both  coins  have  full  lustre;  the  gem  also 
has  very  nice  rich  gold  color.  Two  pieces. 


VERY  RARE  1910  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


876.  1910,  Gem  Proof  65+.  An  outstanding  Roman  finish  proof  $272  with  brilliant, 
satiny  surfaces  and  superb  lustre  and  color.  One  can  disregard  the  abnormally 
high  recorded  mintage  of  682  proofs  because  that  figure  is  either  erroneous  or 
most  of  them  were  never  sold  and  subsequently  melted.  At  any  rate,  the  1910  is 
more  rare  in  proof  than  the  1908,  1911,  1912  or  1913,  all  of  which  have  much 
smaller  mintage  figures,  and  we  would  be  surprised  if  more  than  50-60  pieces 
still  exist.  (Color  Plate) 
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877.  A pair  of  Choice  Uncirculated  63  Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagles  dated  1911  and 
1925-D  respectively.  Both  have  excellent  original  color  and  lustre  and  minimal 
marks.  Two  pieces. 


878.  1911-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Well  struck  with  a bold  mintmark.  Light  gold 
toning.  A nice  example  of  the  rarest  Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagle.  Qnly  55,680 
pieces  were  minted,  less  than  25%  of  the  mintage  of  the  next  rarest  issue  of  the 
series,  the  1914. 


U.S.  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD  PIECES 


879.  1854,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Well  struck  and  fully  lustrous.  Beautiful  light 
yellow  gold  color  and  relatively  few  hairlines  and  contact  marks.  A lovely  and 
choice  example  of  the  first  year  of  the  $3  denomination. 


880.  1854-0,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with  rich 
greenish-gold  and  orange  toning.  Just  a little  light  rubbing  and  a few  minor 
marks  in  the  fields.  Excellent  lustre  and  considerable  prooflike  surface  around 
the  devices.  An  early  “first  strike”  with  a very  bold  mintmark  and,  as  such,  very 
rare  and  desirable.  This  is  the  only  issue  of  the  Three  Dollar  denomination  that 
was  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  Just  24,000  were  minted  and  nearly  all  of  the 
survivors  have  a weak  mintmark  and  a die  break  at  the  mintmark.  This  piece  does 
not!  Ex  Garrett  Collection  Sale,  Lot  418,  where  it  realized  $4000.  It  is  also  the 
plate  coin  in  David  Akers’  book  on  Three  Dollar  Gold  Pieces. 
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UNIQUE  1855-S  PROOF  $3  GOLD  PIECE 
Offered  At  Public  Auction  For  The  First  Time 


881 . 1855-S,  Choice  Proof  63.  A very  attractive,  brilliant  proof  with  a 100% 
full  strike,  a sharp,  square  edge  and  deep  mirror  fields  that  have  con- 
siderable “orange  peel.”  (This  “orange  peel”  texture  is  one  of  several 
characteristics  of  virtually  all  19th  Century  U.S.  proof  gold  coins.) 
The  color  is  a rich  greenish-gold  and  orange.  There  are  some  light 
hairlines  on  the  surfaces  but  virtually  no  contact  marks  or  abrasions. 
In  front  of  the  face  and  behind  the  head  there  is  the  “porosity”  (result- 
ing from  double  striking  and  conforming  exactly  to  the  shape  of  the 
wreath  on  the  reverse  which  received  the  metal  flow)  that  is  seen  on 
almost  all  proof  threes.  From  the  standpoint  of  quality  and  overall 
appearance,  this  coin  is  very  pleasing,  better  than  most  1854  proofs 
we’ve  seen  as  well  as  most  of  the  1856  and  1857  proofs. 

This  coin  is  undoubtediy  UNIQUE  and  its  existence  was  not  known 
or  even  rumored  untii  it  surfaced  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  a 
short  time  ago.  its  proof  status  is,  in  our  opinion,  absolutely  certain 
and  the  coin  was  sureiy  struck  to  mark  the  first  minting  of  the  Three 
Doiiar  denomination  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  (At  ieast  one  Quarter 
and  two  or  three  Fiaif  Doiiars  were  struck  for  a simiiar  purpose  in  1855 
and  this  coin  is  identicai  in  overaii  “fabric"  to  those  pieces.  There  is 
aiso  a singie  proof  1854-S  $20  in  the  Smithsonian  minted  a year 
eariier  to  commemorate  the  first  $20  struck  in  S.F.)  We  have  examined 
this  coin  for  many  hours,  comparing  it  both  to  business  strikes  of  the 
period  and  to  proofs,  inciuding  an  1855  Phiiadeiphia  Mint  proof  $3.  it 
is  totaiiy  uni  ike  any  business  strike  1855-S  $3  in  overaii  appearance 
and  texture  (aibeit  from  the  same  dies)  and  it  is  remarkabiy  simiiar  to 
the  1855  $3  proofs  struck  at  the  Phiiadeiphia  Mint,  in  fact,  if  there  were 
no  “S”  mintmark  on  the  reverse,  one  wouid  immediateiy  take  it  for  an 
1855  Phiiadeiphia  Mint  proof.

The  existence  of  this  coin  is  of  inestimable  importance  to  the  nu- 
mismatic world.  It  now  ranks  as  the  rarest  proof  Three  Dollar  Gold 
Piece  as  well  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  potentially  valuable  of 
all  U.S.  proof  gold  coins.  Estimating  the  value  of  a unique  proof  such 
as  this  is  very  difficult,  especially  when  the  issue  is  also  extremely  rare 
as  a date.  ( Only  one  or  two  uncs  are  known  out  of  a total  population  of 
100  pieces  or  less.)  However,  it  is  our  feeling  that  it  should  realize  a 
winning  bid  in  the  mid  to  high  five  figure  range,  i.e.  $50,000-$75,000, 
which  is  certainly  very  reasonable  since  the  comparatively  common 
1875  proof,  of  which  as  many  as  25-30  pieces  are  known,  regularly 
brings  over  $100,000  and  has  auction  records  in  excess  of  $150,000.

EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1857  $3  GOLD  PIECE 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


882.  1857,  Gem  Proof  65.  Magnificent!  A deep  golden  toned  gem  with 
virtually  no  hairlines.  The  strike  is  absolutely  perfect  and  the  satiny 
head  stands  out  radiantly  against  the  brilliant  mirror  fields.  Quite 
possibly  the  finest  known  specimen  of  only  seven  or  eight  surviving 
proofs.  It  is  somewhat  finer  than  the  lovely  Garrett  specimen  that 
resold  at  Auction  ’81  for  $30,000  and  is  distinctly  superior  to  the 
Ullmer-Auction  ’82  coin.  It  has  tremendous  “eye  appeal’’  and  is  prob- 
ably the  finest  and  “flashiest”  pre-1858  proof  $3  we’ve  ever  seen.  Ex 
Louis  Eliasberg  Collection  Sale,  Lot  280.  Earlier  from  the  William 
Woodin  Collection  sold  by  Thomas  Elder  in  1911.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1862  $3  GOLD  PIECE 


883.  1862,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  gorgeous  orange  and  greenish- 
gold  color.  The  fields  have  the  die  striations  that  are  characteristic  of  this  issue 
but  the  coin  has  only  a few  faint  hairlines  and  light  contact  marks.  This  is  the 
finest  business  strike  1862  $3  we  have  handled  and  we  are  certain  that  it  ranks  in 
the  top  three  or  four  known  specimens.  A very  rare  and  underrated  date,  second 
in  rarity  among  P-Mint  threes  of  the  1860’s  only  to  the  1865.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot 
906,  where  it  realized  $14,000. 


PRISTINE  AND  BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  1863  $3  GOLD  PIECE 


884.  1863,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  An  amazing  “wondercoin”that  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful,  high  quality  $3  gold  pieces  of  any  date  that 
we  have  ever  seen.  It  is  fully  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies  (as  usual) 
and  has  a high  wire  rim  and  virtually  perfect  satiny  and  semi-proof  I ike 
surfaces.  The  color  is  extraordinary,  a combination  of  gold,  green  and 
light  orange.  Tied  for  finest  known  with  the  Davies-Gilhousen  speci- 
men we  sold  at  auction  in  1975  for  a then-record  $8000.  Ex  Gaylord 
Collection  Sale  (Mayflower,  May  1963),  Lot  232. 

The  1863  is  a rare  date  in  all  grades.  Only  5,039  pieces  were  minted 
and  only  a couple  hundred  examples  still  exist,  most  in  the  VF-AU 
grades.  In  true  mint  state,  the  1863  is  extremely  rare,  undoubtedly 
numbering  less  than  a dozen  pieces.  We  have  seen  four  superb  gems: 
This  coin,  the  aforementioned  Davies-Gilhousen  specimen,  the 
Scanlon  coin  and  another  we  purchased  from  a 1978  Kagin’s  sale  and 
sold  privately.  As  a “condition  rarity,”  this  is  one  of  the  prettiest  and 
most  desirable  coins  in  this  session  and  it  should  realize  over  $1 5,000. 
(Color  Plate) 
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MAGNIFICENT  AND  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE 
1873  “DISHED”  PROOF  $3  GOLD  PIECE 


885.  1873,  Closed  3,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  The  so-called  “Dished”  variety 
with  a convex  obverse  and  a correspondingly  concave  reverse  This 
specimen  is  simply  magnificent  with  superb  orange  and  gold  toning 
and  nearly  flawless  surfaces.  The  obverse  is  deeply  mirrorlike,  the 
reverse  considerably  less  so.  (All  specimens  of  this  variety  have' this 
characteristic.)  From  the  standpoint  of  quality  alone,  this  coin  leaves 
nothing  to  be  desired  and  isoneof  onlytwo  really  outstanding  Dished 
1873  proofs  we’ve  ever  seen.  (The  other  is  in  Harry  Bass’  collection.) 
Ex  Eliasberg  Collection  Sale,  Lot  299,  where  it  realized  $30  800  or 
more  than  double  the  prices  realized  by  gems  of  most  other  ra’re  date 
proof  threes  in  that  sale.  Today,  the  market  is  much  stronger  than  it 
was  in  late  1982  and  so  this  coin  should  now  realize  over  $40  000  and 
possibly  even  as  much  as  $50,000. 

The  1873  Closed  3 Dished  proof  $3  Gold  piece  is  exceedingly  r3re, 
far  more  rare  than  the  six  figure  priced  1875  or  the  highly  regarded 
1 876.  For  years,  it  has  been  incorrectly  claimed  that  this  variety  is  a re- 
strike,  which,  in  our  opinion,  it  most  definitely  is  not.  In  fact,  we  are 
certain  that  the  Closed  3 Dished  proofs  are  the  "originals” struck  very 
early  in  1873  and  that  they  constituted  only  a portion  of  the  25  proofs 
reportedly  struck,  perhaps  even  less  than  10  pieces.  The  balance  of 
the  25  proofs  were  undoubtedly  Open  3 pieces.  The  "undished” 
Closed  3 pieces  invariably  offered  as  "impaired”  or  "circulated” 
proofs  are  from  different  dies  and  were  business  strikes,  not  proofs 
We  doubt  if  more  than  five  or  six  Dished  1873  proofs  still  exist  and 
except  for  an  impaired  one  offered  in  a 1973  Merkin  Sale,  this  is  the 
only  one  offered  at  public  auction  in  nearly  two  decades.  This  coin 
has  everything  important  in  numismatics  going  for  it  — extreme 
rarity,  superb  quality,  an  intriguing  "story”  and  popularity  — all  of 
which  combine  to  make  it  one  of  the  highlights  of  our  session  (Color 
Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  1876  PROOF  $3  GOLD  PIECE 


886.  1876,  Gem  Proof  65.  A really  outstanding  example  of  this  very  rare, 
proof-only  date.  It  is  fully  struck  and  brilliant  with  a very  attractive  rich 
yellow  gold  color.  The  surfaces  are  superb  except  for  a small  milling 
mark  on  the  reverse.  Definitely  one  of  the  finest  proofs  of  this  date  we 
have  seen.  The  similar  Carter  specimen  realized  $35,200  in  January 
1984. 

The  1876  $3  was  struck  only  in  proof  for  collectors.  A total  of  45 
proofs  were  struck  and  for  many,  many  years  this  has  been  ( correctly) 
considered  to  be  the  second  most  desirable  proof  $3  Gold  Piece  after 
the  extremely  rare  and  valuable  1875.  Of  the  45  originally  minted, 
perhaps  as  many  as  30-35  still  exist  but  a third  or  more  are  impaired  to 
some  degree.  (Color  Plate) 


887.  1878,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A borderline  gem  with  full  original  mint  lustre 
and  color.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there  are  only  a few  minor  bagmarks.  An 
excellent  type  coin.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1881  $3  GOLD  PIECE 


888.  1881,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Deeply  prooflike,  as  are  all  business  strikes  of 
this  very  rare,  extremely  low  mintage  date.  It  has  rich  natural  gold  and  copper 
toning  and  only  a few  light,  barely  noticeable  hairlines.  Very  close  to  gem  quality 
and  definitely  one  of  the  half  dozen  or  so  finest  known  uncsof  this  date.  Only  500 
pieces  were  minted  for  circulation,  the  lowest  mintage  figure  of  any  Three  Dollar 
Gold  Piece.  Worth  a high  four  figure  bid,  possibly  even  as  much  as  $10,000. 
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SUPERB  MINT  STATE  1888  $3  GOLD  PIECE 


889.  1888,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A superb,  virtually  flawless  gem  that  is 
essentially  as  struck.  It  has  a full  strike  and  sensational  lustre  and  color.  Not 
nearly  as  rare  a date  as  the  1863  offered  earlier  but  in  equally  fantastic  condition 
One  would  have  to  look  long  and  hard  to  find  another  $3  of  any  date  that  could 
match  this  specimen  or  the  1863  in  terms  of  overall  quality  and  beauty  Maqnifi- 
cent  in  all  respects!  Worth  a bid  in  the  $12,000-$15,000  range. 


U.S.  HALF  EAGLES  ($5  GOLD) 


890.  1803,  3 over  2,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A lovely,  “original”  coin  with 
superb  orange  gold  color.  The  strike,  lustre  and  centering  are  all  excellent 
There  are  some  light  reverse  adjustment  marks  and  well  as  a few  minor  surface 
scratches  and  abrasions  but  the  coin’s  overall  appearance  is  really  very  good. 


ORIGINAL,  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1804  HALF  EAGLE 


891 . 1804,  Small  8,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  An  attractive,  completely  ‘“original”  coin 
with  beautiful  medium  greenish-gold  toning.  It  is  boldly  struck  and  perfectly 
centered.  The  surfaces  are  generally  very  clean  although  there  are  a number  of 
mint-made  adjustment  marks  on  both  sides.  Excellent  overall  appearance 
Worth  a bid  in  excess  of  $10,000. 
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892.  1804,  Small  8 over  Large  8,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Partially  prooflike  with  medium 
greenish-gold  and  copper  toning.  Numerous  light  abrasions  as  well  as  a sharp 
dig  in  the  field  behind  Liberty’s  head  and  a small  edge  cut  above  B in  LIBERTY. 


RARE  1806  POINTED  6 HALF  EAGLE 


893.  1806,  Pointed  Top  6,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Softly  struck  in  the  center  as  are 
most  specimens.  Light  greenish-gold  color  with  copper  highlights  around  the 
letters,  stars  and  date.  Rare;  in  fact,  this  is  by  far  the  rarest  issue  of  this  type  from 
1799-1807.  Distinctly  underpriced  in  relation  to  its  true  rarity. 


MINT  STATE  1806  HALF  EAGLE 


894.  1806,  Round  Top  6,  Uncirculated  60.  A lovely  coin  with  rich  greenish-gold  and 
orange  toning.  Very  sharply  struck  and  perfectly  centered.  Excellent  overall 
appearance  despite  a few  very  light  hairlines.

The  beautiful  Eliasberg  speci- 
men (Lot  361 ) and  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of 
this  overdate.  The  coin  is  fully  struck  and  has  superb  lustre  and  rich 
greenish-gold  and  orange  toning.  There  are  some  very  light  adjust- 
ment marks  on  the  obverse  rim  and  one  small  dig  on  Liberty’s  throat  in 
addition  to  some  other  very  faint  obverse  marks.  The  reverse,  how- 
ever, is  simply  outstanding  with  virtually  no  marks  of  any  kind.  Prior  to 
being  in  the  Eliasberg  Collection,  this  lovely  coin  was  in  the  John 
Clapp  Collection  until  Eliasberg  purchased  the  Clapp  Collection 
intact  in  1942.

It  is  a stunning,  “original”  piece  with  a 
full  strike,  superb  rich  greenish-gold  and  orange  color,  and  all  of  its 
natural  mintiustre  still  intact.  Thereareafewtrivial  marks  on  Liberty’s 
cheek  as  well  as  some  very  light  adjustment  marks  on  the  obverse  rim 
and  a touch  of  carbon  on  the  reverse.  The  fields,  however,  are  notably 
clean  and  the  overall  “eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  is  outstanding.  Certain- 
ly one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  very  scarce  variety.  Note: 
Louis  Eliasberg  purchased  this  coin  from  John  Clapp  in  1942  along 
with  the  rest  of  Clapp’s  extensive  numismatic  holdings.  Clapp  had 
purchased  it  years  earlier  from  the  Peter  Mougey  Collection  Sale 
(1910)  conducted  by  Thomas  Elder. 

The  1811  Tall  5 variety  is  rare  and  decidedly  underrated  in  full  mint 
state.  It  is  more  than  twice  as  rare  as  the  1811  Small  5 and  far  more 
rare  than  most  other  dates  of  this  type  including  1807,  1809/8,  1810

901.  1815,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  58  Obverse/Uncirculated  60  Re- 
verse. A very  choice  and  attractive  example  of  one  of  the  mostfamous 
and  desirable  of  all  U.S.  gold  coins.  The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck 
and  has  full  original  mint  frost  and  lustre.  The  color  is  beautiful  and 
completely  original,  a rich  orange  gold.  There  are  some  very  minor 
marks  in  the  fields  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  really 
excellent.  This  is  the  famous  Garrett  specimen  (Lot  460)  sold  by 
Bowers  & Ruddy  Galleries  in  1979  for  $150,000,  there  graded  “AU-55 
or  perhaps  even  finer”  with  the  additional  observation  that  Walter 
Breen  has  attributed  it  as  full  uncirculated.  (In  our  opinion,  this  coin  is 
“uncirculated”  in  the  sense  that  it  has  never  seen  actual  circulation. 
However,  the  obverse  does  show  a little  rub  on  the  highest  points, 
what  the  old-timers  (correctly)  called  “cabinet  friction.”)  We  have 
personally  examined  eight  different  specimens  of  this  date  over  the 
years  and,  in  our  opinion,  this  is  the  second  finest  of  those  eight.  (In 
particular,  it  is  significantly  finer  than  the  Eliasberg  or  Carter  exam- 
ples.) Ex  Garrett,  Harold  Newlin,  W.  E.  Woodward. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  19th  Century  when  the  collecting  of  U.S. 
coins  really  started  to  flourish,  the  1815  was  considered  to  be  the 
rarest  U.S.  Half  Eagle,  surpassing  even  the  now  legendary  1822.  In- 
deed, it  was  considered  to  be  one  of  the  two  or  three  premier  coins  In 
all  of  U.S.  numismatics.  Today,  of  course,  we  know  that  the  182514 
and  182817  are  more  rare  than  the  1815asare  the  1822and  1829  Large 
Planchet.  However,  we  think  it  is  a fair  statement  that  very  few  coins  of 
any  date  or  denomination  are  more  desirable.  Certainly  when  the 
1815  Half  Eagle  has  been  offered  at  public  auction,  it  has  invariably 
been  the  highlight  or  at  the  very  least  (as  it  is  here)  one  of  the  major 
highlights  of  the  sale. 

After  the  sale  of  a specimen  in  the  1955  Clifford  Smith  Sale,  a whole 
generation  passed  (21  years)  before  an  1815  $5  (the  same  coin)  was 
again  offered  at  public  auction.  In  recent  years,  with  the  unusual 
number  of  “name”  collections  being  sold  (Garrett,  Naftzger,  Elias- 
berg, Carter),  the  1815  has  appeared  “often”  enough  that  some  may 
have  become  blase  about  seeing  this  date.  However,  these  recently 
sold  pieces  are  all  now  in  new  major  collections  and  may  not  be  avail- 
able to  collectors  again  for  another  generation  — or  more!  Thus,  of 
the  approximately  12  or  13  known  pieces,  this  may  well  be  the  last 
(and  it  will  certainly  be  the  finest)  1815  Half  Eagle  to  be  offered  pub- 
licly for  many  years  to  come.

Very, 
very  close  to  gem  “MS-65”  quality  with  just  a few  light  hairlines  and  trivial  marks. 
An  outstanding  type  coin,  certainly  one  of  the  nicest  Classic  Head  Half  Eagles 
we’ve  seen  in  recent  years.

903.  1834,  No  Motto,  Plain  4,  Uncirculated  60.  Partially  prooflike;  well  struck  with  rich 
greenish-gold  and  copper  toning.

Some  lightcontact  marksand  hairlines  consistent 
with  the  MS-60  grade  but  no  problems  worth  noting.  All  in  all,  a truly  excellent 
example  of  this  very  rare  and  desirable  date,  one  that  probably  ranks  in  the  top 
ten  1838-D  Half  Eagles  in  existence.

One  Of  Only  Four  Or  Five  Known  Specimens 


906.  1845,  Gem  Proof  65.  A very  choice,  fully  brilliant  proof  with  deep 
mirror  fields,  a sharp  strike,  square  edge  and  rich  yellow  gold  color. 
There  are  virtually  no  hairlines  or  marks  but  there  are  several  tiny  car- 
bon spots  on  the  reverse.  Overall,  the  appearance  of  this  coin  is 
exceptionally  pleasing.  From  a quality  standpoint  alone,  this  piece  is 
fully  equal  to  or  better  than  most  available  proofs  of  the  1870’s  and 
1880’s!  Ex  Paul  D.  Williams  Collection  Sale  (Bowers  & Ruddy,  1979), 
there  graded  Proof  63.  (We  obviously  think  it  is  considerably  better 
than  that  and  have  graded  it  accordingly.) 

All  proof  gold  coins  of  the  1840’s  are  exceedingly  rare  and  the  1845 
Half  Eagle  is  no  exception.  Only  four  or  five  examples  are  known, 
including  one  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  this  is  the  only 
specimen  to  be  offered  at  public  auction  since  the  “Memorable”  Sale 
of  1948.  In  late  1982,  the  Eliasberg  1841  proof  $5,  a piece  of  compar- 
able rarity  but  somewhat  lower  overall  quality  than  this  coin,  realized 
$30,800.  Based  on  today’s  much  stronger  market,  it  is  therefore  likely 
that  this  coin  will  top  that  price  and  bring  closer  to  $40,000.  Over  30 
years  elapsed  between  offerings  of  this  date  in  proof  (1948  to  1979) 
and  once  this  specimen  sells,  it  may  be  many  years  before  another  is 
available.  (Color  Plate) 
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907.  1847-C,  Extremely  Fine  40.  An  attractive,  problem-free  coin  with  light  greenish- 
gold  and  copper  toning.  Sharply  struck  on  an  excellent  planchet.  Not  especially 
scarce  by  C-Mint  standards  but  extremely  difficult  to  find  better  than  this. 

908.  A pair  of  scarce  C-Mint  Half  Eagles.  One  is  dated  1848-C  and  grades  Very  Fine 
25.  The  other  is  an  1855-Cand  grades  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  The  1848-C  isa  nice 
greenish-gold  and  copper  color;  the  1855-C  is  a light  greenish-gold  and  has  a 
minor  obverse  rim  nick.

916.  1873,  Proof  60  Obverse/Choice  Proof  63+  Reverse.  A brilliant,  square 
edged  proof  with  a light  yellow  gold  obverse  and  a beautiful  medium 
gold  reverse.  Some  minor  scrapes  on  the  cheek  and  in  the  field  in 
front  of  Liberty’s  face  but  otherwise  very  choice.  The  reverse  is  par- 
ticularly nice  and  is  virtually  gem  quality.  Very  rare;  only  25  proofs 
were  struck  and  just  10-12  are  known  today.

An  extraordinary,  one-of-a-kind  coin 
that  is  unmatched  and  unrivalled  by  any  other  known  1876-S  Half 
Eagle.  It  is  fully  struck  with  absolutely  radiant  mint  lustre,  brilliant 
prooflike  fields,  and  superb  natural  orange  gold  and  copper  toning. 
The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  amazingly  clean  and  free  of  marks;  only 
a few  very  faint  hairlines  keep  the  coin  from  the  “Superb  l\/IS-67” 
classification.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  is  the  only  known 
mint  state  1876-S  $5,  and  it  is  not  only  uncirculated,  but  a blazing  gem 
as  well!

924.  1889,  Gem  Proof  65.  Likethe  1877 offered  earlier,  this  beautiful  gem  is 
from  the  famous  Louis  Eliasberg  Collection,  Lot  574.  It  is  excellent  in 
all  respects  with  lovely  rich  yellow  gold  toning  and  only  a few  totally 
trivial  hairlines.  Overall,  it  is  distinctly  superior  to  the  Amon  Carter 
specimen,  the  only  other  proof  1 889  Half  Eagle  to  be  sold  at  auction  in 
over  a decade.  The  pedigree  is  as  impressive  as  the  quality.  It  was 
obtained  by  Mr.  Eliasberg  along  with  the  rest  of  the  John  Clapp  hold- 
ings in  1942.  Clapp  obtained  it  30  years  earlier  from  the  famous 
George  H.  Earle  Sale. 

The  1889  Half  Eagle  is  one  of  the  unsung  rarities  of  the  series  in 
proof.  (An  analogous  comment  can  be  made  about  the  1889  $10  and 
$20.)  The  mintage  was  certainly  low,  only  45  pieces,  but  the  coin 
appears  even  less  frequently  than  that  mintage  would  imply.  Perhaps 
less  than  the  total  mintage  was  actually  distributed  to  collectors;  we 
don’t  know  for  sure.  At  any  rate,  only  12-15  pieces  are  known  today. 
(Color  Plate) 


BORDERLINE  GEM  PROOF  1898  HALF  EAGLE 


925.  1898,  Choice  Proof  63+.  A very  brilliant  and  “flashy”  borderline  gem  with  deep 
golden  toning.  There  are  a few  light  marks  and  hairlines  on  the  obverse  but  the 
reverse  is  full  65  quality.  The  head  and  eagle  are  very  frosty  and  really  stand  out 
against  the  mirror  fields.  Only  75  proofs  were  struck;  maybe  25-30  still  exist  but 
certainly  no  more. 

926.  1906,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A lustrous,  fully  “original”  specimen  with  rich  yel- 
low gold  and  copper  toning.  Satiny,  relatively  mark-free  surfaces.  A nice  type 
coin.  (Plate) 
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927.  1906-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A satiny,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with  a few  light 
bagmarks  and  beautiful  natural  orange  gold  toning.  (Plate) 


928.  1909-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Lustrous,  light  yellow  gold  color  and  minimal 
marks.  (There  are,  however,  two  small  nicks  in  the  field  behind  the  eagle’s  head.) 
The  strike  is  extremely  sharp  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  very 
good.  This  is  a rare  date  in  this  condition,  more  rare,  in  fact,  than  the  much 
higher  priced  1908-S. 


SUPERB  1910  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


929.  1910,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A truly  magnificent  coin  with  outstand- 
ing quality  satin  proof  surfaces  and  intense  lustre  and  color.  No 
noticeable  hairlines,  carbon  spots,  highlights  or  abrasions.  Very  few 
“Roman”  finish  proof  Half  Eagles  can  match  this  one  in  terms  of  over- 
all quality  and  eye  appeal. 

The  proof  mintage  of  the  1910  Half  Eagle  was  supposedly  250 
pieces  but  that  "high”  figure  simply  does  not  correlate  to  the  rarity  of 
this  date  in  comparison  to  others  of  the  type.  (The  1910  is  every  bit  as 
rare  as  any  other  proof  from  1908-1915  except  possibly  the  1915.) 
Thus  either  the  mintage  figure  is  in  error  or  many  remained  unsold 
and  were  later  melted.  (Color  Plate) 


930.  1911-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Boldly  struck  and  highly  lustrous.  The  mint- 
mark  is  sharp  and  well  defined.  A few  light  abrasions  and  one  nick  on  the  Indi- 
an’s cheek.  Far  better  overall  than  usually  seen.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  an  under- 
rated issue.  It  is  much  more  rare  in  choice  or  gem  condition  than  any  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  coins  except  the  1929  and  is  only  a little  less  rare  in  MS-63  or 
better  than  the  much  higher  priced  1913-S. 
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OUTSTANDING  1912  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


931.  1912,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A phenomenal  quality  matte  proof  $5 
with  exquisite  surfaces  and  the  extraordinary  rich  golden  color  that  is 
unique  to  the  proofs  of  1912.  (In  our  opinion,  the  matte  proofs  of  this 
year  are  the  most  beautiful  of  the  proofs  from  1908-1915.  They  have 
more  color,  lustre,  and  vibrance  than  any  of  the  others.)  This  particu- 
lar specimen  is  superb  in  all  respects  and  would  satisfy  the  most 
quality  concious  collector.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  948,  where  it  realized 
$29,000. 

The  1912  Half  Eagle  is  very  rare  in  proof.  Only  144  were  minted  and 
most  have  been  lost,  spent  or  damaged  over  the  past  72  years.  It  is  our 
estimate  that  at  most  40-50  still  exist  today  and  relatively  few  of  these 
can  match  the  superb  overall  quality  of  this  specimen.  (Color  Plate) 


932.  1912,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  original  mint  lustre  and  color.  A few  isolated 
contact  marks  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  excellent. 


RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1913-S  HALF  EAGLE 


933.  1913-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  lustrous  with  only  a moderate  number  of 
minor  marks.  Softly  struck  on  the  tips  of  the  feathers  of  the  headdress  as  usual 
but  very  sharp  elsewhere.  The  mintmark  is  complete  and  has  more  definition 
than  normal.  A rare  and  desirable  date  in  this  grade.  One  of  the  finest  specimens 
we  have  seen  offered  at  public  auction  since  we  sold  the  gem  Kruthoffer  coin  for 
$11,500  in  late  1981. 
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VERY  RARE  SUPERB  PROOF  1914  HALF  EAGLE 


934.  1914,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67+.  An  immaculate,  pristine  gem  with  per- 
fect, uniform  color  and  absolutely  no  hairlines,  “highlights”  or  abra- 
sions. Identifiable  by  a single  tiny  copper  spot  (as  made,  not  carbon 
and  thus  not  a defect)  immediately  to  the  left  of  the  date.  Certainly 
one  of  the  finest  of  an  estimated  35-40  surviving  specimens.  Well 
worth  a bid  in  the  $20,000  range.  (Color  Plate) 


935.  1914,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  “original,”  satiny  gem  with  full  mint  lustre  and 
beautiful  medium  greenish-gold  toning.  Not  particularly  rare  as  a date  but  defi- 
nitely more  rare  than  the  1908, 1911, 1912  or  1913  and  certainly  very  scarce  and 
desirable  in  this  lovely  condition.

936.  1797,  Heraldic  Eagle,  Choice  Very  Fine  30  Obverse/Choice  Extremely  Fine  45 
Reverse.  Well  struck  and  centered.  Medium  greenish-gold  toning  with  copper 
highlights  in  the  reverse  letters  and  around  the  devices.  A couple  of  tiny  rim 
abrasions.  As  is  usually  the  case  with  this  issue,  the  reverse  is  far  better  than  the 
obverse. 
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938.  1799,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Large  obverse  stars.  A number  of  prominent 
digs  in  Liberty’s  hair  and  two  in  the  field  in  front  of  herface.  The  date  “1863”  is 
lightly  scratched  into  the  field  behind  her  head.  Lightgreenish-gold  and  copper 
toning.  All  of  the  problems  are  restricted  to  the  obverse;  the  reverse  is  really 
quite  nice. 


OUTSTANDING  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1801  EAGLE 


939.  1801,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A gorgeous,  satiny  gem  with  superb  rich 
greenish-gold  and  light  copper  toning  and  full  original  mint  lustre 
Fully  struck  and  perfectly  centered.  There  are  a few  very  light  hair- 
lines as  well  as  several  small  contact  marks  on  the  obverse  but  the  re- 
verse is  simply  outstanding.  From  the  standpoint  of  overall  quality 
this  is  one  of  the  nicest  early  Eagles  of  this  type  that  we  have  seen  in 
the  past  three  or  four  years.  It  is  markedly  finer  than  any  of  the  Carter 
or  Garrett  examples  of  this  type  and  is  at  least  a match  for  the  bestthe 
Eliasberg  collection  had  to  offer.  Worth  a bid  in  the  $25,000-$30  000 
range.

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940.  1801,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A lustrous,  well  struck  and  perfectly  centered 
specimen  with  a numberof  light  bagmarksand  abrasionsand  attractive  medium 
greenish-gold  and  copper  toning.  Worth  a mid  four  figure  bid. 


RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1803  EAGLE 


941 . 1803,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  13  large  reverse  stars  with  tiny  14th  star  in  clouds 
(the  result  of  an  engraver’s  error).  Excellent  strike  and  lustre.  Partially  prooflike 
with  lovely  medium  greenish-gold  and  copper  toning.  Abrasion  near  haircurl 
above  forehead  and  heavy  adjustment  marks  across  the  date  but  otherwise  very 
choice.  The  reverse  in  particular  is  essentially  gem  quality.  This  variety  with 
large  reverse  stars  and  “extra”  star  in  the  clouds  is  quite  rare.  Also,  asadate,  the 
1803  is  probably  twice  as  rare  as  either  the  1799  or  1801  in  full  mint  state.  Ex

942.  1803,  Extremely  Fine  40. 13  large  reverse  stars  (ason  1804)  plusonesmall  starin 
the  last  cloud  to  the  right.  (On  this  specimen  it  is  barely  visible.)  Medium  green- 
ish-gold toning  with  a few  copper  highlights.  Some  light  adjustment  marks  to- 
gether with  a number  of  light  bagmarks  and  one  prominent  cut  in  Liberty’s  tur- 
ban. Very  scarce  and  underrated  variety. 
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RARE  BORDERLINE  GEM  1847-0  EAGLE 


943.  1847-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A gorgeous,  borderline  gem  with  an  above 
average  strike,  superb  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  light  gold  and  copper  toning. 
There  are  some  light  bagmarks  on  both  obverseand  reverse  butthecoin  issuffi- 
ciently  choice  to  be  called  a full  “gem  MS-65”  by  most  cataloguers.  Ex  Auction 
’80,  Lot  422,  where  it  realized  $17,500. 

No  Motto  Eagles  from  1840-1866  are  all  very  rare  In  full  mint  state  and  al- 
though the  1847-0  is  one  of  the  commonest  dates  of  the  type,  no  issue  of  this 
type  can  really  be  called  “common”  in  choice  or  gem  uncirculated  condition.  In 
fact,  the  No  Motto  Eagle  is  unquestionably  the  rarest  U.S.  type  coin  in  full  mint 
state  after  1840. 


A SECOND  VERY  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1847-0  EAGLE 


944.  1847-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A second  very  choice,  completely  “original” 
1847-0  Eagle.  This  one  is  even  sharper  than  the  preceding  lot  but  does  not  have 
quite  as  much  lustre.  The  color  is  a very  attractive  medium  greenish-gold  and 
copper.  There  are  some  very  light  bagmarks  on  the  obverse  but  the  reverse  is 
virtually  gem  quality  and  especially  beautiful.  No  Motto  Eagles  of  the  quality  of 
this  coin  (and  the  preceding  lot)  are  decidedly  rare  and,  in  our  opinion,  very 
underrated.  Worth  a mid-to-high  four  figure  bid. 

945.  1851-0,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45,  partially  prooflike,  sharply  struck,  light 
greenish-gold  color,  scarce  date  in  this  grade;  1856-0,  Extremely  Fine  40,  fully 
prooflike,  light  greenish-gold  color,  very  rare,  low  mintage  date,  only  14  500 
struck.  Two  pieces.  (Plate) 
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ONE  OF  THE  FINEST  KNOWN  1855-0  EAGLES 


946.  1855-0,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Sharply  struck  with  deep  mirrorfields  and  rich 
greenish-gold  color.  Numerous  abrasions  but  still  very  attractive.  One  of  the 

three  finest  specimens  of  this  date  that  we  have  ever  seen.  Only  1 8,000  minted; 
seldom  available  in  any  grade  and  when  one  doesappear,  it  is  invariably  only  VF 
or,  at  best,  EF.  Very  rare  and  underrated. 


VERY  RARE  1871-CC  EAGLE 

947.  1871-CC,  Extremely  Fine  40,  perhaps  finer.  Sharply  struck  with  partially  proof- 
like fields  and  rich  copper  toning.  The  surfaces  have  the  light  bagmarks  associ- 
ated with  the  grade  but  nothing  really  severe.  In  fact,  the  overall  appearance  of 
this  coin  is  unusually  niceforan  1871-CC  Eagle.  Very  raredate  in  all  gradesand, 
insofar  as  we  know,  unknown  better  than  EF.  The  similar  Eliasberg  specimen 
realized  $2420  nearly  two  years  ago.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  PROOF  1876  EAGLE 


948.  1876,  Choice  Proof  63.  Light  gold  color  with  a reddish  tint.  Fully  lus- 
trous and  brilliant  with  some  light  hairlines  on  both  sides  as  well  as 
tiny  rim  marks  at  the  top  and  bottom  of  the  obverse.  Ex  Kaufman  Col- 
lection Sale,  Lot  882. 

The  1876  Eagle  is  a very  rare  date  both  as  a business  strike  and  as  a 
proof.  Only  687  pieces  were  minted  for  commercial  purposes  (the 
second  lowest  mintage  of  any  eagle  from  1795  to  1933)  and  just  45 
proofs.  The  proofs  are  rarer  than  even  that  small  mintage  would  imply 
and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  only  25-30  were  actually  sold;  the  re- 
mainder were  undoubtedly  melted.  Today,  no  more  than  12-15  can 
still  be  accounted  for. 
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UNIQUE  UNCIRCULATED  1877  EAGLE 


949.  1877,  Uncirculated  60.  Superb  orange  gold  color  and  fully  prooflike 
fields.  Very  sharply  struck  and  lustrous. Thereareafewlighthairlines 
and  contact  marks  in  the  fields  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin 
is  really  excellent.  This  is  the  only  known  uncirculated  1877  Eagle  and 
it  is  a full  10  points  better  than  the  next  best  specimen  known  to  us. 

This  date  is  a major  rarity  in  any  condition.  The  total  mintage  was  a 
mere  817  pieces  (797  business  strikes  +20  proofs)  and  we  estimate 
that  only  20-25  business  strikes  are  known  in  addition  to  perhaps  7-8 
proofs.  This  puts  the  1877  in  the  same  rarity  class  as  the  famous  1858 
(perhaps  even  a little  more  rare)  and  just  behind  the  1875  and  1873 
among  P-Mint  Liberty  Head  Eagles.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  955,  where  it 
realized  $17,500. 


950.  1901-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  original  specimen  with  full  mint  lustre  and 
beautiful  light  orange  and  greenish-gold  toning.  Small  abrasion  on  Liberty’s 
eyebrow  but  only  a few  other  trivial  bagmarks. 

951 . A pair  of  lovely  Liberty  Head  Eagles.  The  first  is  a beautiful  1901-S  grading  Gem 
Uncirculated  65.  It  is  a totally  “original”  coin  with  excellent  lustre,  a minimum  of 
marks  and  beautiful  orange  and  greenish-gold  color.  The  second  coin  is  a fully 
prooflike  1903  grading  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  This  coin  is  a virtual  gem  with 
attractive  rich  orange  gold  color.  It  has  some  light  bagmarks  and  hairlines  but 
still  is  unusually  choice  for  this  scarce  and  underrated  date.  Two  pieces.  (Plate) 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE 
1907  ROLLED  EDGE  EAGLE  IN  PROOF 

One  Of  Only  Four  Or  Five  Known  Specimens 


952.  1907,  Indian  Head,  Rolled  Edge,  Periods,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A 

magnificent,  nearly  flawless  Proof  with  an  extremely  sharp  strike 
and  the  entire  field  area  covered  with  “straw,”  the  fine  raised  die 
scratches  that  resulted  from  extensive  polishing  of  the  dies.  The  coin 
has  a uniform  satin  finish  proof  surface  quite  unlike  the  “mint  bloom” 
seen  on  the  business  strikes.  The  broad  “rolled”edge  hassharp  inner 
and  outer  rims  as  seen  on  proof  Lincoln  Cents  and  Buffalo  Nickels. 
The  starred  rim  is  sharp  and  square  and  unusually  brilliant.  We  have 
compared  this  coin  carefully  to  several  gem  uncirculated  business 
strike  Rolled  Edge  Eagles  and  it  is  unquestionably  of  a different 
“fabric,”  more  sharply  struck,  with  much  more  straw  in  the  fields,  and 
an  entirely  different,  more  uniform  satiny  surface.  To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  this  is  one  of  only  four  or  five  proofs  known  in  addition  to 
the  approximately  40  business  strikes. 

According  to  official  Mint  correspondence,  31,500  Rolled  Edge 
Eagles  were  struck  on  regular  presses  for  commercial  purposes. 
Before  any  were  released,  however,  they  were  ordered  melted  to 
avoid  possible  criticism  of  the  quality  of  the  striking.  The  correspond- 
ence also  states  that  50  additional  pieces  (proofs)  were  struck  on  the 
medal  press.  The  coin  here  offered  is,  in  our  opinion,  one  of  those 
proofs.  The  last  true  proof  offered  at  public  auction  wasthe  specimen 
we  sold  in  the  1972  ANA  Sale.  It  was  purchased  by  Harry  Bass  for 
$1 1,600,  a very  high  price  for  the  period.  With  gem  mint  state  Rolled 
Edge  Eagles  currently  worth  $40,000-$45,000,  It  is  likely  that  this 
superb  quality  proof,  which  is  nearly  10  times  as  rare  as  an  unc, 
should  bring  $60,000  or  more.  (Color  Plate) 
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CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1909-S  EAGLE 


953.  1909-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A beautiful,  completely  “original”  coin  with 
excellent  lustre  and  lovely  natural  color.  There  are  some  minor  bag  marks  on  the 
obverse  and  several  tiny  abrasions  on  the  eagle  but  the  coin  is  really  a borderline 
gem.  Very  scarce  in  this  condition. 

954.  1909-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A second  attractive  example  of  this  very  scarce 
and  desirable  date.  It  is  well  struck  with  lustrous  surfaces  and  medium  gold  and 
rose  toning.  One  small  scratch  near  Liberty’s  ear  and  one  abrasion  on  the 
eagle’s  shoulder  but  very  few  other  marks.  (Plate) 


SPECTACULAR  1910  PROOF  EAGLE 


955.  1910,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67.  A magnificent  quality  proof  with  surfaces 
that  are  virtually  free  of  even  the  most  trivial  impairments.  The  lustre 
and  color  that  are  characteristic  of  this  type  of  proof  are  glorious  to 
behold.  We  have  not  seen  or  handled  very  many  satin  finish  proof 
Eagles  that  were  in  any  way  comparable  to  this  one  and  we  know  it 
will  satisfy  the  most  quality  conscious  collector.  The  similar  quality 
Carter  specimen  realized  $33,000  in  January  1984. 

Like  the  other  gold  denominations  of  this  date,  the  1910  proof  Eagle 
is  far  more  rare  than  its  mintage  of  204  pieces  would  imply.  The  1910 
is  every  bit  as  rare  as  the  1909  (mintage:  74)  or  the  1915  (mintage:  75) 
and  is  considerably  rarer  than  the  1908  (mintage:  116).  One  must 
necessarily  conclude,  therefore,  that  either  the  mintage  figure  is  in- 
correct or  many  were  simply  melted  and  never  released.  (Color  Plate) 
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956.  1910-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  blazing  mint 
lustre  and  minimal  marks.  A relatively  common  date  but  highly  desirable  as  a 
type  coin. 

957.  A pairofverychoice  Indian  Head  Eagles,  onedated  1910-D,  the other1913.  Both 
grade  Choice  Uncirculated  63+  and  are  the  quality  likely  to  be  graded  “Gem”  by 
most.  The  1910-D  has  full  mint  lustre  with  some  touches  of  light  orange  gold 
toning.  The  1913  is  a rich  greenish-gold  color.  Two  pieces. 

958.  Another  pair  of  very  choice  Indian  Head  Eagles,  one  dated  1911  and  the  other, 
1914-D.  The  1911  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  65  and  is  lustrous  and  well  struck 
with  attractive  natural  greenish-gold  color.  The  1914-D  grades  Choice  Uncir- 
culated 63+  and  is  very  brilliant  and  lustrous.  It  is  a virtual  gem  with  pale  yellow 
gold  color,  a sharp  strike  and  minimal  marks.  Two  pieces.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1911-S  EAGLE 


959.  1911-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  exceptional,  gem  quality  example 
of  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  this  popular  series.  It  is  fully  struck  with 
superb  original  lustre  and  color  and  only  a few  trivial  bagmarks.  One 
of  the  finest  specimens  from  a small  group  of  1911-S  Eagles  dis- 
covered in  Europe  in  the  late  1970’s,  and  the  first  gem  we’ve  handled 
since  we  sold  the  superb  Kruthoffercoin  in  late  1981  for$14,000.  Very 
rare;  only  51, 000  were  minted  and  until  thediscovery  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned hoard  (long  since  dispersed  to  individual  collectors),  virtually 
unknown  in  mint  state.  Important  “old-time”  collections  from  the 
1940’s  and  1950’s  were  almost  always  missing  this  date  in  Unc.  indica- 
ting that  even  30  or  40  years  ago  it  was  simply  not  available.

960.  1912,  Superb  Gem  Proof  69.  Magnificent!  A flawless,  incredibly 
beautiful  matte  proof  Eagle  with  fantastic  rich  orange  gold  toning. 
Pristine  and  literally  perfect  in  all  respects  and  worthy  of  all  the  super- 
latives one  could  bestow  on  it.  As  strong  a candidate  for  the  perfect 
“Proof  70”  grade  as  we  have  ever  seen;  no  finer  matte  proof  Eagle  of 
this  or  any  other  date  could  possibly  exist. 

Proofs  of  this  date  are  very  rare,  more  so  than  the  83  mintage  figure 
would  imply.  In  fact,  both  the  auction  records  over  the  past  60  years 
and  our  own  experience  indicate  that  the  1912  is  probably  as  rare  as 
any  other  matte  proof  Eagle.  We  doubt  if  more  than  20-25  can  still  be 
accounted  for  today  and  no  more  than  a few  of  them  can  match  the 
spectacular  quality  of  this  specimen.  (Color  Plate)

961.  1912,  Gem  Proof  65.  A second  example  of  this  very  rare  proof,  not  quite  as  per- 
fect as  the  preceding  lot  but  still  very  choice  and  much  betterthan  mostexisting 
proof  Indian  Head  Eagles.  There  is  one  very  faint  hairlineon  Liberty’s  cheek  and 
one  “hidden”  in  the  eagle’s  feathers  but  these  are  only  noticeable  under  very 
close  scrutiny  and  do  not  materially  detract  from  the  overall  quality  of  the  coin 
Very  rare,  one  of  at  most  20-25  specimens  known. 

962.  1915-S,  Uncirculated  60.  Beautiful,  rich  golden  toning  and  highly  lustrous  sur- 
faces. Fully  struck  including  the  eagle’s  shoulder.  An  excellent  example  of  one 
of  the  rarest,  mostdesirable  dates  in  the  Indian  Head  series.  Low  mintage  of  only 
59,000  pieces.  (Plate) 
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U.S.  DOUBLE  EAGLES  ($20  GOLD) 

963.  1853-0,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  prooflike.  Attractive 
light  greenish-gold  color  with  some  copper  highlights.  The  usual  minor  bag- 
marks  and  abrasions  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  very  pleasing. 
Distinctly  finer  than  the  Carter  specimen  at  $1000.  A very  scarce  date;  only 
71,000  pieces  were  minted.  (Plate) 

964.  1853-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Medium  greenish-gold  toning,  sharp  strike  and 
partially  prooflike  fields.  Not  quite  as  “flashy”  as  the  preceding  lot  but  basically 
the  same  quality.

To  Be  Sold  At  Auction  In  Nearly  Four  Decades 


965  1861,  Choice  Proof  63+.  A beautiful,  fully  brilliant  borderline  gem 

struck  in  bright  yellow  gold.  Some  very  light  hairlines  in  thefieldsand 
one  barely  noticeable  rim  abrasion  between  the  2nd  and  3rd  stars. 
Excellent  overall  appearance  fora  large  proof  gold  coin  of  this  period. 
The  similarCarterspecimen  realized  a reasonable  $46,750  and  so  this 
coin  could  bring  $50,000  or  more.  Ex  Kagin’s  “Sale  of  the  70  s.  Wolf- 
son,  Atwater. 

The  1861  proof  Double  Eagle  is  probably  the  rarest  U.S.  proof  gold 
coin  after  1858.  It  is  more  rare  than  the  1859,  1865,  1874,  1875,  1877  or 
1878  proof  twenties  as  well  as  all  of  the  famous  proof  dates  of  the 
1880's  including  the  1883  and  1884!  The  1861  proof  $20  is  also  at  least 
as  rare  and  quite  likely  rarer  than  the  legendary  1875  $5  and  $10 
proofs.  Reportedly  66  proofs  were  struck  but  undoubtedly  all  but 
15-20  pieces  were  never  sold  and  were  later  melted.  Today  only  six  or 
seven  are  known,  two  of  which  are  permanently  impounded  in  the 
Smithsonian  and  ANS  Collections.  Almost  all  of  the  great  collections 
have  failed  to  have  this  date  in  proof  (including  Garrett  and  Eliasberg 
which  were  otherwise  nearly  complete)  and  only  two  different  speci- 
mens, this  one  and  the  Carter  coin,  have  been  offered  at  public  auc- 
tion since  1946!  Now  that’s  what  we  call  RARE!!  (Color  Plate) 
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966.  1873-CC,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Medium  greenish-gold  color  highlighted 
with  orange.  Sharply  struck.  Lightly  hairlined,  especially  on  the  obverse.  Very 
rare  in  this  grade.  The  slightly  finer  Carter  specimen  (same  grade  but  without 
the  hairlines)  realized  $2600  in  January. 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  PROOF  1876  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


967.  1876,  Choice  Proof  63+.  A lovely,  “original”  proof  that  is  very  nearly  in 
the  gem  class.  It  has  light  cloudy  toning  (as  usually  seen  on  original, 
uncleaned  gold  proofs)  and  rich  orange  gold  color.  The  obverse  has  a 
few  faint  hairlines  and  tiny  rim  marks  but  the  reverse  iseasily  Proof  65 
or  better.  One  of  the  nicest  proofs  of  this  date  that  we’ve  seen,  certain- 
ly considerably  finer  than  the  Carter  specimen  that  realized  $25,300  in 
January.  Ex  Kaufman  Sale,  Lot  924. 

Like  all  Type  II  Double  Eagles,  the  1876  is  a major  rarity  in  proof.  A 
reported  45  were  struck  but  we  estimate  that  only  10  or  11  are  known 
today.  A very  choice  specimen  of  this  quality  should  realize  close  to 
$30,000.  (Color  Plate)

968.  1878,  Choice  Proof  63+.  Like  the  preceding  1876,  this  very  choice  coin 
is  from  the  famous  Kaufman  Collection  sold  by  Rarcoa  in  1978.  It  has 
beautiful  rich  yellow  gold  color  and  is  a borderline  gem  despite  a few 
trivial  obverse  hairlines  and  a tiny  rim  mark  below  the  date.  The  re- 
verse is  superb,  65+  to  67  quality. 

The  1878  is  one  of  the  major  proof  Double  Eagle  rarities,  only 
slightly  less  rare  than  the  1861  and  on  a par  with  such  dates  as  the 
1865,  1868,  1871,  1874,  1875  and  1877.  It  is  substantially  more  rare 
than  any  of  the  highly  touted  proof -only  dates  of  the  1880’s;  in  fact,  it 
is  at  least  twice  as  rare  as  either  the  1883  or  1884,  both  of  which  are 
high  five  figure  coins  in  comparable  condition.  A mere  20  proofs  of 
the  1878  were  struck  and  less  than  half  that  number  (7  or  8?)  can  be 
accounted  for  today.  (Color  Plate) 


UNDERRATED  MINT  STATE  1879  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


969  1879,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  An  attractive,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with  lovely 
gold’and  orange  toning.  Some  very  light  bagmarks  as  well  as  a small  nick  on 
Liberty’s  cheek  and  a shallow  surface  abrasion  in  the  field  by  the  chin.  Ex 
“Walter  Breen  M”  gold  sale  (Pine  Tree,  1975),  Lot  120,  where  it  realized  $725  or 
nearly  three  times  “Bid”  for  a Gem  Type  III  Liberty  Head  twenty.  A surprisingly 
rare  date  in  this  grade;  in  fact,  we  could  counton  one  hand  the  numberof  1879  s 
we’ve  seen  that  were  even  close  to  this  one. 
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970.  1879-CC,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  A lustrous,  semi-prooflike  specimen  with 
light  copper  and  gold  toning.  A couple  of  noticeable  obverse  abrasions  but  the 
rest  of  the  coin  has  only  the  light  bagmarks  typical  of  the  grade.  A very  rare,  low 
mintage  date;  only  10,708  pieces  were  struck.  Worth  $2000  or  more.  (Plate) 


FABULOUS  GEM  PROOF  1892  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


971.  1892,  Gem  Proof  65+.  A very  attractive,  fully  brilliant  proof  with  bright 
yellow  gold  color.  As  sharply  struck  as  a proof  $20  can  be  with  a high 
wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  The  head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are  fully 
frosted  (Liberty  is  especially  satiny  and  choice)  and  the  entire  surface 
of  the  coin,  including  the  deep  mirror  fields,  are  virtually  free  of  hair- 
lines. The  reverse,  in  particular,  is  essentially  flawless.  Very  few 
proofs  of  this  or  any  date  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  are  a match  for 
this  outstanding  specimen  in  terms  of  overall  quality  and  “eye 
appeal.” 

A total  of  only  4,523  Double  Eagles  were  minted  in  1892,  including 
just  93  proofs,  and  so  the  1892  is  very  rare  and  desirable  in  all  grades. 
The  unavailability  of  choice  or  gem  mint  state  pieces  has  imparted  (as 
it  always  does)  a premium  value  to  the  proofs  as  well.  In  our  opinion, 
only  20-25  proofs  still  exist  and  this  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest.

972.  1893-CC,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Fully  prooflike  as  usual.  Attractive  green- 
ish-gold and  copper  toning.  Numerous  bagmarks  consistent  with  the  grade 
Scarce  and  popular  low  mintage  date.  (Plate) 
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VERY  CHOICE  1898  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


973.  1898,  Choice  Proof  63  Obverse/Superb  Gem  Proof  67  Reverse.  A 

beautiful  proof  from  the  Kaufman  collection  (Lot  946)  with  a very 
lightly  hairlined  obverse  and  a nearly  perfect  reverse.  (There  are  also 
two  tiny  rim  marks  on  the  obverse  as  was  typical  of  most  of  the  Kauf- 
man coins  which  were  held  in  position  for  display  by  tacks.)  The  color 
is  a very  rich  yellow  gold  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is 
really  excellent.  With  only  75  proofs  struck,  the  majority  of  which  have 
been  lost  to  collectors  forever,  the  1898  is  obviously  very  rare  in  proof. 
Only  about  25-30  are  known  today. 


GORGEOUS  GEM  PROOF  1900  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


974.  1900,  Gem  Proof  65.  A lovely  proof  with  brilliant  mirror  fields,  satin 
frosted  devices,  and  beautiful  medium  yellow  gold  color.  The  sur- 
faces are  of  excellent  quality  despite  the  presence  of  a few  barely 
noticeable  hairlines.  Ex  Kaufman  Collection  Sale,  Lot  948. 

All  proof  Double  Eagles  are  very  rare  in  gem  condition  and  the 
1900,  although  one  of  the  more  “common"  dates,  is  really  no  excep- 
tion. Of  the  124  proofs  originally  minted,  we  estimate  that  only  30-35 
have  survived  to  the  present  day,  few  of  them  as  choice  and  beautiful 
as  this  one.  (Color  Plate) 
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ATTRACTIVE  1907  PROOF  LIBERTY  HEAD  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


975.  1907,  Liberty  Head,  Proof  60+  Obverse/Superb  Gem  Proof  67  Re- 
verse. This  coin  has  outstanding  color  (deep  yellow  gold)  and  the 
fields  are  almost  completely  free  of  hairlines.  However,  under  close 
inspection,  it  appears  thatasmall  mark  was  masterfully  removed  from 
Liberty’s  cheek.  The  work  was  done  with  consumate  skill  and  virtually 
defies  detection.  There  is  also  a fine  scratch  across  the  5th  and  6th 
stars.  The  reverse  of  the  coin  is  absolutely  superb,  essentially  without 
flaw.  The  “arm’s  length”  appearance  of  this  coin  is  outstanding  since 
the  obverse  problems  are  only  visible  under  the  closest  scrutiny  Just 
78  proofs  were  minted  and  it  is  probable  that  only  40-50  still  exist. 


976.  1907-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  Obverse/Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67  Re- 
verse. A lovely,  original  coin  with  absolutely  superb  orange  and  greenish -gold 
toning.  One  small  nick  on  Liberty’s  cheek  and  a few  other  light  obverse  bag- 
marks.  The  reverse,  however,  is  essentially  flawless.  (Plate)

Excellent  lustre  and  color  and  a minimum  of  bagmarks  and  abra- 
sions. There  is,  however,  a prominent  rim  bruise  on  the  obverse  above  the  B in 
LIBERTY.  Should  bring  $8000-$1 0,000. 


979.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Lightly  cleaned 
and  now  with  a number  of  hairlines.  Medium  greenish-gold  color  and  a few 
copper  highlights. 


980.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Considerable  wear  but  still  fairly 
attractive  and  desirable.  Sharp  reverse  edge  nick  above  M in  AMERICA.  (Plate) 


981  1908-D,  No  Motto,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A lustrous  and  fully  struck  border- 
line gem  with  superb  natural  gold  and  orange  toning.  Good  enough  that  we  are 
sure  it  would  be  graded  MS-65  by  most  cataloguers.  Definitely  rare  in  this  grade 
and  certainly  one  of  the  most  underrated  issues  in  the  Saint-Gaudens  series 
This  and  the  following  lot  may  well  be  the  nicest  1908-D  No  Mottos  offered  at 
auction  in  recent  years;  both  are  certainly  better  than  either  the  Eliasberq  or 
Brand  specimens. 
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982.  1908-D,  No  Motto,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A second  really  excellent  example 
of  this  rare  and  grossly  underrated  issue.  Like  the  preceding  lot,  it  is  a virtual 
gem  and  has  completely  “original”  and  beautiful  orange  and  gold  toning  and  a 
minimum  of  marks,  none  serious.  (Plate) 


983.  1908-D,  With  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  mint 
lustre  and  beautiful  greenish-gold  and  orange  toning.  The  fields  and  figure  of 
Liberty  are  very  clean  and  only  a few  trivial  bagmarks  are  visible  on  close  inspec- 
tion. Like  the  1908-D  No  Mottos  offered  just  prior  to  this,  the  1908-D  With  Motto 
$20  is  rare  and  decidedly  undervalued  in  this  condition.  Except  for  the  nearly 
perfect  Eliasberg  specimen  and  the  MS-67  example  we  sold  in  our  Globus  Sale, 
this  and  the  following  lot  are  the  finest  examples  of  this  issue  to  be  sold  at  auc- 
tion in  several  years. 

984.  1908-D,  With  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  truly  beautiful  example  of 
this  rare  issue,  equal  in  all  respects  to  the  preceding  lot.  It  has  superb  color  and 
radiant  mint  lustre.  Except  for  a small  abrasion  on  Liberty’s  knee,  the  surfacesof 
the  coin  are  of  exceptional  quality.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1908-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


985.  1908-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  medium  greenish-gold  and 
light  orange  toning.  Fully  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  that 
have  only  a couple  of  faint  hairlines  and  virtually  no  bagmarks  or 
abrasions.  An  exceptional  example  of  this  rare  and  highly  desirable 
date  in  fact,  one  of  the  four  or  five  finest  examples  to  be  offered  at 
auction  in  the  past  decade.  Ex  Auction  ’81 , Lot  1471 , where  it  realized

986  1908-S,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  and  completely  “original,”  i.e.  never 
cleaned  or  even  dipped.  Beautiful  gold  and  copper  toning.  A rare,  low  mintage 
date;  only  22,000  minted.  (Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  BORDERLINE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1909-D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


987.  1909-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A very  choice  example  of  this  very  rare  and 
coveted  date;  in  fact,  it  is  a borderline  gem  with  excellent  lustre,  beautiful  origi- 
nal toning  and  a modest  number  of  minor  bagmarks.  Were  it  not  for  a small 
abrasion  in  the  left  obverse  field,  we  would  certainly  have  graded  this  coin  a full 
MS-65. 

The  1909-D  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  series,  especially 
in  choice  or  gem  mint  state.  The  virtually  perfect  Eliasberg  coin  sold  for  a record 
$37,400  nearly  two  years  ago  but  we  have  not  seen  another  1909-D  $20  as  nice  as 
this  or  the  following  lot  in  an  auction  in  the  past  decade.  With  the  CDN  "Bid”  at 
$20,000  for  MS-65  as  this  is  written,  it  is  likely  that  this  beautiful  coin  will  realize 
close  to  five  figures.

988.  1909-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  nearly  as  choice  as  the  preceding  lot  but 
there  are  a few  more  abrasions  as  well  as  a few  small  obverse  carbon  spots.  The 
strike,  lustre  and  color  are  all  first-rate.  Very  rare  in  this  condition.  Only  52,500 
were  struck  and  almost  the  entire  mintage  must  have  gone  into  circulation  since 
the  typically  available  1909-D  is  only  EF  or  AU.  Nearly  every  collection  of  Saints 
that  we  are  familiar  with  is  missing  this  coin  in  choice  condition.  Worth  a mid-to- 
high  four  figure  bid. 

989.  1909-D,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Lustrous  with  good  color  and  few 
marks;  just  the  barest  trace  of  friction  on  the  high  points.  Very  scarce  and  desir- 
able in  all  grades.  A nice  coin  for  someone  who  does  not  want  to  pay  the  price  for 
either  of  the  two  preceding  uncs  yet  still  wants  an  attractive,  presentable  coin. 
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SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE  1910  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


990.  1910,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67+.  This  coin  is  really  outstanding,  close  to 
the  theoretical  limit  of  absolute  perfection.  The  radiant,  satin  proof 
surfaces  are  truly  superb  and  virtually  free  of  any  impairments  what- 
soever. We  have  seen  several  other  1910  proof  Double  Eagles  that 
were  of  similar  pristine  quality  but  we  are  confident  in  stating  that  no 
distinctly  finer  specimen  than  this  one  exists.  In  terms  of  both  quality 
and  rarity,  this  remarkable  coin  is  obviously  one  of  the  highlights  of 
this  session. 

The  167  mintage  figure  for  1910  is  the  highest  of  any  Double  Eagle, 
Liberty  or  Saint-Gaudens,  but  in  our  opinion,  either  many  were  never 
sold  or  else  the  stated  figure  is  in  error.  The  1910  is  as  rare  as  any 
other  Saint-Gaudens  proof  $20  and  we  estimate  that  only  20-25  are 
known.  With  gem  matte  proof  twenties  now  bringing  in  the  $35,000- 
$40,000  range,  this  superb  satin  finish  proof  should  realize  a winning 
bid  of  $40,000  or  more.  (Color  Plate) 


991.  1910-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lustrous  and  well  struck.  Superb  natural  green- 
ish-gold and  orange  toning.  Not  an  especially  rare  date  but  this  example  is  very 
desirable  because  of  its  exceptional  lustre  and  color. 
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VERY  RARE  AND  DESIRABLE  1920-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


992.  1920-S,  Uncirculated  60.  A lovely,  “original”  coin  with  attractive 
orange  and  greenish-gold  toning.  One  light  hairline  in  the  left  obverse 
field  but  relatively  few  bagmarks.  This  is  one  of  the  highest  grade 
examples  of  this  rare  date  to  be  offered  for  sale  at  auction  in  recent 
years,  at  least  as  choice  overall  and  perhaps  a bit  finerthan  the  unc  in 
our  January  Globus  Sale  that  realized  $14,850. 

The  1920-S  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  20th  Century  gold 
coins  and  Is  unquestionably  one  of  the  most  coveted,  least  available 
dates  in  the  popular  Saint-Gaudens  $20  series.  We  estimate  that  only 
40-50  examples  are  known  and  this  specimen  is  probably  in  the  top 
25%  quality-wise. 


EXCEPTIONAL  1922-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


993.  1922-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A magnificent  coin  with  extraordinary  deep  gold 
and  coppertoning,  intense  lustre  and  justafewtrivial  bagmarks.  Nocomparable 
quality  1922-S  $20  hascrossed  theauction  block  in  many  years.  Atruly  stunning 
and  desirable  coin. 

994.  1923,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  1 923  Double  Eagles  that  we 
have  ever  encountered.  It  is  completely  “original”  and  has  never  been  cleaned  or 
even  dipped.  The  color  is  the  coin’s  strongest  point;  it  is  a very  rich  orange  gold 
with  a few  copper  highlights.  The  1 923  is  very  underrated  in  this  grade;  in  MS-60 
or  MS-63  it  is  nothing  special  but  in  true  gem  condition  it  is  really  quite  rare 
(Plate) 
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995.  1925-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Lovely  medium  gold  and  rose  toning.  Fully 
struck  and  lustrous.  Some  light  bagmarks  and  abrasions  but  really  avirtualgem 
and  one  of  the  nicest  to  be  offered  at  auction  in  some  time.  Rare  and  highly  de- 
sirable as  one  of  the  “medium  rarities”  of  the  popular  Saint-Gaudens  series. 


996.  1925-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A beautiful,  “original”  coin  that  has  never  been 
cleaned  or  dipped.  It  has  rich  orange  and  greenish-gold  toning,  good  lustre,  a 
sharp  strike  and  just  a moderate  amount  of  bagmarks,  most  of  them  on  the  re- 
verse. As  we  have  stated  on  numerous  occasions,  it  is  our  opinion  that  this  is  the 
most  underrated  issue  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  series. 

997.  1925-S,  Uncirculated  60+.  Similar  in  color  and  overall  appearance  to  the  preced- 
ing lot  but  with  a few  more  bagmarks  and  abrasions.  Still,  substantially  better 
than  the  usually  available  1925-S.  Rare  and  grossly  underrated  in  full  mint  state.

999.  1927-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  superb 
orange  and  greenish-gold  toning.  The  fields,  thefigureof  Liberty  and 
the  eagle  are  all  very  clean  and  have  just  a few  trivial  marks.  Identifi- 
able by  a small  bagmark  on  the  9th  ray  (from  left)  and  a faint  hairline  in 
the  left  obverse  field  by  the  end  of  Liberty’s  flowing  hair.  Distinctly 
finer  than  the  Merkin-Gilhousen  specimen  or  the  Western  Collection 
(Stack’s,  December  1981)  coin  and  exceeded  only  slightly  by  the 
MS-65+  Eliasberg  specimen  now  owned  by  a mid-west  collector.  Dr. 
William  Crawford.  (These  are  the  only  other  three  specimens  sold  at 
public  auction  since  1957.) 

This  specimen  is  obviously  genuine  and  is  from  the  same  dies  as 
most  known  specimens  including  the  Western  Collection  coin,  the 
Eliasberg  specimen,  the  coin  in  a Dallas  Bank  Collection,  and  one  of 
the  specimens  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution  Collection  that  was  sent 
directly  to  the  Smithsonian  from  the  Denver  Mint  in  1927.  The  die 
characteristics  of  these  genuine  pieces  include  a die  break  from  the 
bottom  of  the  L to  the  torch  and  a vertical  die  break  through  the 
eagle’s  beak. 

The  1927-D  is  one  of  the  most  famous  and  desirable  coins  in  all  of 
U.S.  numismatics  and  is  far  and  away  the  rarest  regular  issue  U.S. 
coin  of  the  20th  Century.  It  is  also  the  rarest  collectible  coin  of  the  very 
popular  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle  series  (slightly  more  so  than 
the  Extremely  High  Relief)  and  would  certainly  rank  high  in  the  “Top 
10”  of  the  most  valuable  U.S.  coins  issued  since  1792.

We  have  personally  examined  nine  (9)  different  specimens  of  the 
1927-D  and  believe  that  at  most  10-1 2 pieces  exist,  three  of  which  are 
permanently  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  To  the  best  of 
our  knowledge  there  have  been  only  eight  appearances  of  this  legen- 
dary date  at  auction  ( one  of  which  was  a mail  bid  only  sale ).  They  are 
as  follows,  the  most  recent  listed  first: 

1.  Louis  Eliasberg  Collection  Sale,  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Gal- 
leries, 1982.  The  coin,  a gem  MS-65+  specimen,  realized 
$176,000.  It  was  subsequently  resold  to  Dr.  William 
Crawford  at  a figure  in  the  $250,000  range. 

2.  The  Western  Collection  Sale,  Stack’s,  1981.  The  coin  real- 
ized $220,000. 

3.  The  Gilhousen  Collection  Sale,  Superior,  1973.  The  coin 
realized  $60,000.

4.  October  1969  Sale,  Lester  Merkin.  The  coin  realized  $32,000.

Living  in  Georgia  as  he  does,  Mr.  Montgomery  was  attracted  to  the  Federal 
Mint,  the  very  existence  of  which  was  a reflection  of  an  important  period  in  the 
State’s  history.  Even  though  the  first  native  American  gold  was  found  in  North 
Carolina  and  Georgia,  the  importance  of  these  original  fields  was  soon  submerged 
under  the  massive  California  discoveries  of  the  precious  metal  after  1848.  In  fact, 
the  story  of  gold  in  the  south  eastern  section  of  the  United  States  would  probably 
be  almost  forgotten  today  if  it  were  not  for  the  coinage  of  the  Dahlonega  and 
Charlotte  mints. 

Actually,  the  first  native  gold  came  to  light  in  1799  in  Cabarrus  County, 
North  Carolina.  The  mines  in  this  area,  and  Rutherford  County,  became  quite 
productive  during  the  early  decades  of  the  19th  century  and  it  was  here  that  the 
Bechtlers  set  up  their  private  mint  to  turn  raw  gold  into  a reasonably  acceptable 
coinage.  Meanwhile  new  finds  were  made  in  Habersham  and  Lumpkin  Counties, 
Georgia,  in  1829.  The  qualified  personnel  to  exploit  the  new  fields  were  supplied 
from  the  neighboring  state  where  the  industry  had  been  developing  for  almost 
thirty  years. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  fledgeling  United  States  had  no  domestic 
source  of  gold  prior  to  these  discoveries  in  the  South.  The  Philadelphia  Mint 
depended  entirely  on  commercial  deposits  of  foreign  coin.  The  position  was  further 
complicated  by  the  fact  that  the  official  U.  S.  price  undervalued  gold  so  that  the 
coins  were  worth  more  as  bullion  than  their  face  value  indicated.  As  a result 
bullion  was  not  naturally  drawn  to  the  mint.  The  official  standard  was  not 
changed  until  1834  when  American  practices  were  forced  by  rational  economic 
pressures  to  conform  to  those  accepted  by  the  rest  of  the  world.  However  this  may 
be,  Georgia  provided  the  first  native  gold  ever  to  be  sent  to  the  Mint  in  Philadel- 
phia. To  the  placer  miners  in  the  rural  South  the  slight  overweight  of  the  Federal 
coinage  was  of  little  importance  compared  to  the  need  to  convert  raw  gold  in  its 
various  forms  into  recognizable  pieces  of  money. 

Dahlonega  was  a rough  gold  mining  town  for  several  years.  In  1831  troops 
had  to  be  sent  in  to  crush  serious  civil  disturbances.  Nevertheless  plans  were  put 
in  train  to  erect  a branch  Federal  Mint  there  (as  well  as  in  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina).  The  building  was  ready  in  1837  and  machinery  was  supplied  from 
Philadelphia.  Understandably,  if  unfortunately,  the  old  style  screw  presses  were 
hardly  "state  of  the  art”  equipment  even  in  those  days.  When  David  H.  Mason, 
the  new  Chief  Coiner,  arrived  in  January  1838  bringing  two  Half  Eagle  dies, 
coinage  began.  During  the  next  twenty-four  years  Gold  Dollars,  Quarter  Eagles 
and  Half  Eagles  were  issued.  A few  $3.00  pieces  were  struck  in  1854.  The  Half 
Eagle,  however,  remained  the  most  popular  denomination.  Many  of  these  were 
rather  crudely  made  owing  to  the  primitive  nature  of  the  equipment,  a character- 
istic that  modern  collectors  often  find  has  a certain  charm. 

When  the  Dahlonega  Mint  was  seized  by  the  Confederacy  on  April  8,  1861,  a 
grand  total  of  1,106,274  coins  valued  at  $6,102,884  had  been  produced.  The  build- 
ing was  never  used  for  coinage  after  the  War.  Finally  it  was  given  to  the  State  of 
Georgia.  After  serving  North  Georgia  State  College,  it  burned  down  in  1878.  The 
attractive  little  coins  bearing  the  distinctive  "D”  mintmark  which  have  survived 
are  evidence  of  an  historical  period  of  great  interest.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be 
remembered  that  Dahlonega  and  Charlotte  were  the  only  U.  S.  Mints  ever  to 
strike  gold  coins  alone.

This  coin  should  be  of 
great  interest  to  both  the  Gold  Dollar  collector  and  the  Dahlonega  Mint 
specialist  since  it  is  the  finest  specimen  on  the  market  in  nearly  7 
years  and  undoubtedly  one  of  the  4 or  5 finest  known  specimens  of  this 
rare  and  coveted  date.

It 
seems  probable  that  the  1944  listing,  Mehl’s  sale  of  the  Roach  Collec- 
tion coins  - represents  a piece  no  finer  than  the  one  offered  here  now, 
for  many  of  the  descriptions  assigned  by  Mehl  to  higher  grade  gold 
coins  would  be  reclassified  in  lower  grade  if  subjected  to  the  stricter 
standards  in  use  today.

The  issue  is  distinc- 
tive in  several  ways.  First,  only  1,597  were  reported  struck,  the  lowest 
mintage  in  the  series.  This  number  was  undoubtedly  augmented  by 
several  hundred  additional  pieces  produced  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America  following  the  seizure  of  the  Dahlonega 
facility,  but  still  the  ISGl'D’  remains  a rarity.  As  the  last  year  of 
mintage  it  is  likewise  important.  A tertiary  aspect  of  importance  is  the 
possible  coinage  of  this  piece  by  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
although  the  present  state  of  knowledge  does  not  permit  differentiation 
between  half  eagles  issued  in  1861  under  federal  auspices  and  those 
struck  by  the  confederacy. 

"The  outstanding  condition  of  the  present  piece  is  perhaps  its  most 
important  feature.  Here  is  a coin  which  will  forever  be  admired  by 
specialists  in  the  series.  It  may  be  decades,  even  if  then,  before  an 
equal  coin  appears.

"A  truly  fantastic  quarter  eagle;  one  of  the  foremost  highlights  of  the 
present  collection.  No  amount  of  words  in  print  could  exaggerate  or 
overdescribe  the  importance  and  beauty  of  this  little  cameo.”  Walter 
Breen  lists  only  a half  dozen  and  undoubtedly  some  were  repeat  perfor- 
mances. He  lists  this  specimen  as  #2.  This  would  certainly  bear  out 
Akers’  opinion  of  three  or  four  being  extant.

The  coins  that  really  are  the  keynotes  of  this  section  are  the  Extremely  Rare 
$5.00  Schultz  which  is  more  than  likely  the  finest  known;  the  1855  If  a.s-s  Molitor 
$50.00  Gold,  really  the  only  collectible  round  “Slug”;  the  Exceedingly  Rare  Par- 
sons Quarter  Eagle  which  is  also  one  of  the  finest  extant;  a splendid  1861  Clark 
Gruber  $20.00  Gold  and  the  elusive  Mormon  quarter  eagle. 

For  a compact  group  it  certainly  is  quite  impressive  and  merits  the  serious 
consideration  of  the  collectors  of  Americana.

SCHULTZ  & COMPANY 
San  Francisco 


The  firm  of  Schultz  & Company  was  comprised  of  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Schultz  and  William 
T.  Garratt.  It  seems  as  if  historians  are  divided  on  the  subject  of  the  spelling  of  the 
partners.  Judge  Schultz’s  name  has  also  been  spelled  Shultz.  Mr.  Garratfs  name  has  also 
been  spelled  Garrett.  Judge  Schultz  supplied  the  capital  and  essentially  the  business  sense 
for^  the  firm,  and  Garratt  the  technical  expertise.  A partnership  was  formed  in  the  fall  of 
1850.  Originally  Schultz  & Company  operated  a foundry,  later  they  expanded  into  an  opera- 
tion whereby  they  set  up  the  machinery  to  create  the  dies  for  most  of  the  private  coiners  in 
San  Francisco.  Schultz  & Company  did  the  turning  of  the  hubs  while  Albert  Kuner  did  the 
engraving  of  the  dies. 

Early  in  1851  Schultz  & Company  went  into  the  coining  business  in  conjunction  with 
the  banking  houses  of  Burgoyne  & Co.  and  Argienti  & Co.  Coining  operations  commenced 
soon  afterwards  with  a half  eagle  in  the  style  of  the  Federal  issue,  but  with  “SHULTS  & 
CO.”  on  the  diadem  (obviously  a blunder  by  Kuner).  It  has  long  been  thought  that  Schultz 
& Company  made  $5.00  and  $10.00,  however,  in  the  absence  of  any  documents  or  patterns 
we  can  only  assume  that  the  $5.00  was  the  only  denomination  struck.  The  partnership 
lasted  only  about  six  months  or  so  with  Schultz  remaining  in  the  coining  operation  and 
Garratt  operating  a foundry,  a business  he  was  in  as  a young  man.  Eventually,  Garratt 
established  a successful  bell  foundry  after  his  earlier  establishment  burnt  to  the  ground  in 
the  Great  Fire  of  San  Francisco.  Schultz  became  associated  with  the  Gold  Mountain  Quartz 
Mining  Company.

JOHN  PARSONS 


Tarryall  Mines  - Colorado 

Parsons  enjoyed  a career  that  reflected  a degree  of  versatility  surprising  even 
J ^ of  the  1860’s.  Where  he  received  the  medical  degree  with  which  he 
credited  himself  IS  not  quite  clear.  In  1858  he  was  residing  in  Quincy,  Illinois  when  special 
circumstances  made  it  essential  for  him  to  leave  town.  He  headed  further  west  into  the 
frawUng  Kansas  Territory  where  there  were  rumors  of  gold.  Eventually  he  settled  in  the 
South  Park  section  of  Park  County,  one  hundred  fifty  miles  southwest  of  Denver  City  an 
area  that  was  to  be  included  in  the  State  of  Colorado. 


\i  tune  and  in  that  place  a man’s  past  was  regarded  as  of  little  importance 

I\everth€less  he  had  to  have  some  luck  and  push  to  yet  ahead.  Parsons  had  plenty  of  the 
latter.  Shortly  after  he  arrived  he  experienced  what  looked  like  the  necessary  stroke  of 
tuck  Gold  was^  discovered  in  Park  County  in  1859.  With  the  amply  documented  precedent  of 
Catifornia  a decade  earlier.  Parsons  thought  he  knew  how  there  was  some  money  to  be 
/narfe  m the  new  gold  fields.  He  imported  simple  minting  machinery  and  in  1861  arranged 
to  have  dies  cut  for  $2.50  and  $5.00  gold  coins.  He  then  established  himself  as  a mint  at  the 
larryall  Mines  on  Tarryall  Creek  between  the  towns  of  Tarryall  and  Hamilton. 

■ fnining  process  in  Colorado  was  quite  different  from  what  it  had  been  in  California 

in  1849.  From  the  beginning  the  really  important  production  involved  capital  intensive 
processing  of  tough  low  grade  quartz  ore.  Appropriately  enough  the  designs  Parsons  chose 
tor  his  coins  reflected  the  dominating  mining  technique  of  the  times.  On  the  obverse  there 
was  a quartz  crushing  mill  with  “J.  PARSON  & CO.”  above,  a curious  error  in  die  sinking. 
Ihe  word  “ORO”  below  carried  the  message  in  Spanish  that  the  inscription  “PIKES  PEAK 
GOLD”  conveyed  in  English  on  the  reverse.  The  spread  eagle  similar  to  the  Federal  ver- 
sion, also  found  on  the  reverse,  is  weak  on  all  the  surviving  coins,  an  indication  of  the 
primitive  nature  of  his  mint. 


Parsons  was  able  to  produce  his  gold  coins  only  in  September  and  October  1861.  Ac- 
cording to  Lyman  H.  Low  he  made  less  than  $500.00  worth.  The  fact  of  the  matter  seems  to 
be  that  his  “J.  PARSON  & CO.”  was  a one  man  operation.  While  the  coins  were  slightly 
heavier  than  the  Federal  issues  to  compensate  for  a somewhat  lower  fineness,  he  had  to 
compete  with  the  efficient  operation  of  Clark,  Gruber  & Company  in  Denver  City.  But  the 
days  of  a “one  horse”  mint  operating  near  a quartz  lode  mined  with  expensive  machinery  by 
trained  personnel  were  over.  As  a result  the  Parsons  coins  are  among  the  rarest  of  all 
Pioneer  gold  issues.

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CLARK,  GRUBER  & CO. 
Denver,  Colorado 


The  discovery  of  gold  in  Colorado  in  1H60  created  the  usual  need  for  some  means  to 
turn  the  virgin  metal  into  coinage.  The  firm  of  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  went  into  business  to 
handle  the  output  of  the  various  mines.  In  1860  they  decided  to  strike  their  own  coins  to 
provide  the  means  to  pay  the  miners  for  their  gold  dust.  The  mint,  located  on  McGaa 
Street,  Denver,  was  opened  in  July,  1860,  with  an  issue  of  $10.00  pieces.  Eventually  all 
denominations  from  $2.50  to  $20.00  were  struck,  with  the  exception  of  $2.00  pieces.  The  total 
output  for  the  years  1860  and  1861  amounted  to  nearly  $600,000.  In  1862  the  Government 
purchased  the  Clark,  Gruber  mint  and  operated  it  thereafter  as  a United  States  Assay 
Office. 

The  firm’s  gold  coins  were  of  a very  high  standard.  Although  made  from  the  natural 
Colorado  gold  with  the  usual  alloy  of  silver,  they  were  considerably  heavier  than  the  copper 
alloyed  issues  of  the  national  mints  and  worth  their  full  face  value  or  slightly  better.  Of  the 
entire  series  the  $20.00  pieces  are  by  far  the  rarest.

This  specimen  is  from  my  Sale  of  the  Maurice  A.  Ryan  Collection.  Mr.  Ryan 
secured  it  from  the  famous  Colonel  Green  Collection,  who  obtained  it  through 
me  from  the  celebrated  Waldo  Newcomer  Collection  of  Baltimore.  In  my 
description  of  this  great  rarity  in  my  catalog  of  the  Ryan  Collection,  I said  that 
this  specimen  is  very  likely  from  the  James  B.  Wilson  Collection  which  was  sold 
in  October,  1908.  Prior  to  that  time  not  a single  specimen  of  this  rarity  was 
offered  for  more  than  a quarter  of  a century.  When  Mr.  Beistle  published  his 
splendid  work  of  the  Half-Dollars  in  1929,  he  stated  that  only  three  specimens 
of  this  coin  were  known.  However,  I believe  that  today  six  or  seven  are  known 
in  collections.  Even  with  this  number  of  specimens  known,  it  is  certainly  not 
only  the  very  rarest  of  all  U.S.  silver  Half-Dollars,  but  one  of  the  rarest  of  all 
United  States  silver  coins... A memo  enclosed  with  this  coin  when  I received  it 
from  Mr.  Neil  states  that  this  coin  is  from  the  Colonel  Green  Collection,  that  it 
is  considered  the  best  known  and  that  he  paid  the  late  Henry  Chapman  $2,000.00 
for  it  in  1928...”  Accompanying  the  coin  is  the  original  Mehl  envelope  of  the 
Will  W.  Neil  Collection  along  with  a hand  written  note,  presumably  of  Mr. 
Neil’s,  stating:  “The  1838-0  is  from  Col.  Green  Collection.  He  had  3 of  the  7 
known  and  this  is  the  best  of  the  7.  He  paid  Chapman  $2,000.00  in  1928.” 
Sold  in  1975  through  Stack’s  offering  of  the  James  A.  Stack  Collection,  Lot 
No.  415  ($50,000.00).  Auction  records  over  the  past  decade  have  consistently 
shown  a price  range  from  low  forties  to  fifty  thousand  dollar  level.  We  anticipate 
that  an  upper  level  bid  will  be  required  to  purchase  this  rarity.

1810  1885  Trade  Dollar.  BRILLIANT  PROOF.  Formerly  in  Leo  A.  Young’s  Collection 

which  we  had  the  pleasure  of  selling  in  AUCTION  ’80  (Lot  No.  1626).  It  was 
described  at  that  time  as  follows: 

“The  1885  Trade  Dollar... is  a ‘Simulated  Series  Coin’  for  which  no  listing  can 
be  found  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint.  Nonetheless,  with 
ONLY  FIVE  PIECES  KNOWN  TO  EXIST,  it  is  a RARE  and  desirable  piece  of 
U.S.  numismatics. 

The  United  States  Trade  Dollar  was  authorized  under  the  Coinage  Act  of  1873. 
It  was  intended  to  provide  for  competition  with  the  Mexican  Dollar-sized  coin 
(of  heavier  weight  than  our  own  Standard  Silver  Dollar,  which  was  discon- 
tinued under  the  same  Act)  in  Oriental  trade  commerce.  It  was  unintentionally 
given  a legal  tender  status  that  was  quickly  repealed  the  following  year. 

The  Trade  Dollar  was  never  a very  popular  coin,  and  with  the  exception  of 
those  coins  struck  at  the  two  western  minting  facilities  (San  Francisco  and 
Carson  City,  located  in  areas  where  silver  depositors  welcomed  the  opportunity 
to  dispose  of  their  bullion  that  would  be  quickly  coined  into  Trade  Dollars), 
the  entire  output  of  the  denomination  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  during  the  last 
six  years  of  regular  production  (1883  being  the  final  year  for  which  records 
were  entered)  was  entirely  destined  for  inclusion  in  Proof  sets.  An  interesting 
aspect,  though,  of  the  existence  of  1884  Trade  Dollars  (of  which  10  are  known) 
and  1885  Trade  Dollars  (of  which  only  5 are  known),  is  that  although  they  are 
not  listed  in  Director’s  reports,  the  law  repealing  the  Trade  Dollar  denomina- 
tion was  not  enacted  until  February,  1887  - two  years  after  the  date  which 
appears  on  the  coin  offered  here!  But  all  the  more  interesting  is  the  fact  that 
1884  and  1885  Trade  Dollars  were  unkown,  generally,  to  collectors  untU  1908- 
nearly  a quarter  century  later  than  their  dates  indicate.  And  who  should  they 
emanate  from  but  John  W.  Haseltine,  who  brought  them  to  light  from  the 
estate  of  his  father-in-law,  William  Idler.  Both  these  names  have  been  long 
associated  with  many  of  the  extracurricular  activites  of  Mint  officials  during 
the  19th  century. 

The  1885  Trade  Dollar,  whatever  circumstances  surround  its  manufacture  or 
issuing  authority,  is  a piece  whose  RARITY  cannot  be  questioned.  The  piece 
offered  here,  the  Leo  A.  Young  specimen,  is  a BRILLIANT  PROOF  with  ob- 
verse hairlines.

SUPERB  GEM  PROOF,  the  47th  coin 
struck.  The  coin  is  an  unquestionable  Proof  being  struck  totally  different  than 
the  normal  business  strikes  (including  deceptive  first  strikes  that  we  have  seen 
occasionally  over  the  years).  This  specimen  has  extremely  deep  Proof  surfaces, 
square  rims,  and  reeding  so  sharp  you  can  almost  cut  yourself.  The  detail  on 
Columbus’  hair  and  full  lines  in  sail  and  hull  are  bold  and  complete.  The  deep 
iridescent  toning  is  breathtaking  and  its  appearance  is  similar  to  halves.  The 
coin  was  presented  to  us  (and  is  included  as  part  of  this  lot)  in  an  old  faded 
blue  envelope  with  the  numeral  “47”  in  center.  This  is  apparently  the  same 
type  of  envelope  that  Anthony  Swiatek  describes  on  page  73  in  his  definitive 
work.  The  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Silver  and  Gold  Commemorative 
Coins  1892  to  1954.  In  his  description  of  the  first  hundred  coins  struck,  he 
states  that  J.K.  Robinson  was  to  retain  all  the  even  numbered  specimens 
(No.  2 through  100)  and  the  odd  numbered  ones  (No.  5 through  99)  were 
retained  by  H.N.  Higinbotham  (President  of  the  Board  of  Gentlemen  Managers 
of  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition).  He  further  states;  “One  of  the  coins 
came  in  a purple-bluish  paper  envelope  and  was  numbered  2 in  blue  ink.”  This 
appears  to  be  the  same  type  of  envelope  we  offer  here  except  that  the  ink  is 
black  (and  of  course  the  number  on  it  is  47).  Originally  from  a group  of  5 
pieces  that  surfaced  in  the  mid  60’s,  all  having  an  odd  numbered  blue  envelope.
